Since 1(108, hut Spring W heat I* Un­ 
usually Promising The Grains, Cot­ 
ton, G rass aoli P otatoes H ave In­ 
creased A creage, W ith Good Pros­ 
pects—A Y'eur tit F air Prosperity 
Xorth and South. 
The Rural New Yorker lias issued its spe­ 
cial num ber containing the prospects of the 
harvest, as gathered from upw ards of 2000 
private reports. Its conclusions regarding 
the crop outlook are as jollow s: 
W heat—W inter wheat w orst show since 
1808: a considerable decrease iii acreage; 
much w inter-killing: probable aggregate 
yield,210,000,000 bushels, against 360,000,- 
OOO bushels In 1884; some increase iii acre­ 
age of spring w heat, and fair outlook; prob­ 
able yield, 155,000,000 bushels, against 
163,000,000 bushels iii 1884. Aggregate 
crop, 365.1)00,000 bushels, against 512,763,- 
«oo bushels in 1884. 
Oats—Considerable increase iii area, due 
chiefly to substitution for w inter wheat. 
Condition good. Probable yield,. 685,000,- 
000 bushels, against 583.828,000 bushels in 
he largest crop hitherto raised. 
Rye and burley—W inter rye withstood 
more or less heat. and is of considerable im- 
vi inter better than w inter w heat; usual 
portance to the growth of vegetation. It 
possesses the adm irable property of loosen­ 
ing the soil, keeping it moist and absorbing 
ammonia, which may 
be generated or 
mixed with it by the rains and snows that 
bring it to the earth, alto in aiding in ren­ 
dering soluble m ineral properties in the 
stony particles of the soil, such as lime, pot­ 
ash, magnesia, etc., thus bringing them in 
a condition to become available as plant 
food. F urther than that, by the 
slow 
combustion or decomposition 
of 
vego- 
table or anim al m atter, carbonic acid, 
am m onia 
and 
nitrates 
are 
formed, 
all of which are needful for plant suste­ 
nance. So if a soil is deficient in these sub­ 
stances tile m ere application of vegetable 
and anim a! m atter will by its change supply 
a deficiency, occasion a more rapid and 
healthier growth, aud greater energy in 
those plants by which it is assim ilated, in 
striking contrast to a poorly fed plant. As 
before stated the decomposition of vege­ 
table and anim al substances generates am ­ 
monia, also nitric acid.which being volatile 
unless absorbed.pass off into the at mosphere 
and though brought to the earth by rains 
and snows, the quantity would be so sm all 
as to be inadequate to the actual w ants of 
agriculture. N itric acid will appear in com­ 
bination w ith lime, potash or soda, form ing 
nitrates. From the volatile character of 
am m onia, unless it can be retained by a 
arge covering of soil rich in hum us, there 
will arise a necessity for careful attention 
to m anure to effect its saving; this may be 
accomplished by m oistening with a very 
dilute sulphuric acid, m uriatic acid, a 
dilute solution of copperas, a sprinkling of 
gypsum, or, as previously stated, covering 
with soil. 
Ammonia and nitric acid differ in this; 
the form er has a very strong affinity for an 
agricultural soil, is firm ly absorbed and 
retained even agaiust rains or w ashing; 
while the latter, in its com bination w ith 
potash or soda in the form of saltpetre or 
n itrateo f soda, is easily reached and washed 
away. For this reason, am m onia placed on 
the soil, either artificially or in connection 
w ith m anure, will resist rain and snow, 
and so m ay be applied as m anure, or as 
sulphate of am m onia in the fall, and be 
held for plant use; but the nitrates can only 
safely be applied in the spring. 


HOW TO SU PPL Y N ITR O G EN . 
Stable m anure, which is produced upon 
every farm , is the m ost ready m eans of sup­ 
plying nitrogen; but even the value of this 
depends upon Hie feed given to the anim als. 
The richer the food in nitrogen, the richer 
will be the m anure in the same elem ent, if 
not washed out by rains nor allowed to 
escape as ammonia. Tile am ount of nitro­ 
gen contained in m anure can be pretty 
closely calculated. It is estim ated th at of 
every IOO i»oundsof nitrogen contained in 
food consumed byanim als.76 pounds passes 
off as urine and solids. To properly nourish 
au anim al of 1000 pounds’ w eight requires 
daily a t least half a pound of nitrogen, 
which in one year would am ount to about 
185 pounds; and allowing about 46 pounds 
for absorption by the anim al,there would be 
about 135 pounds th a t would pass off, of 
which 80 would 
be contained in the 
urine and 55 in the solids evacuated. 
So one anim al, well fed, would supply as 
m uch nitrogen, if all were saved, as would 
be contained in 3600 pounds of ordinary 
ground bone, if all the urine and solid por­ 
tions cf m anure could be saved. 


HOW TO SAVE STAHLE M A N l’EK. 
To secure the full am ount of nitrogen that 
comes from anim als requires m uch care and 
attention as well as expense, which is one 
reason why so m uch of it is allow ed to go to 
waste, lf all the solid and liquid evacua­ 
tions of anim als was saved, it would re­ 
quire tlie use of gypsum or sulphuric aciu 
sprinkled over the m anure, m ixed w ith the 
urine aud spread over stable doors. Some 
idea of w hat is required can be gained from 
the fact that for th e absorption or holding 
of 136 pounds of nitrogen, the am ount esti­ 
m ated to be furnished by a single anim al of 
I OOO pounds, would require looo pounds of 
gypsum, or SOO pounds of sulphuric acid. 
T he m anure pile,too, should he dressed with 
soil if exposed to the sun and weather, lf 
the urine is collected in a cistern it will be 
v eil to add three or four pounds of sul­ 
phuric acid to every loo gallons of urine, 
stirring it in thoroughly. 
The trouble is 
that com paratively few average farm ers 
have the opportunity of saving urine, and 
so it is allowed togo to waste, and am ounts 
to but little in the work of fertilization of 
the soil, except such as is scattered over 
the pasturage during the feeding season.

Although the onion crop is planted and 
cultivated to a large extent, the labor is not 
l>erIormed with th at feeling of full assur­ 
ance of a full crop, as was form erly the case. 
The pests of this crop, which appear to 
labor unrem ittingly, are the onion maggot 
aud cut-worm. The onion maggot is sup­ 
posed to be the larva- of some fly th a t lays 
is eggs in the little plant soon aftor it 
Hakes 
its 
appearance 
above 
ground. 
Although sm all in size, it is m ighty in its 
affects. As the young plants begin to dc- 
relop, the m aggot begins on the stem 
of the plant just above the 
root, aud 
it* work is m ade m anifest by the drooping 
and w eakened condition of the stem, which 
soon drops down and dries up. Patches of 
onions are som etim es alm ost wholly de­ 
stroyed. at least so nearly so as to t ender 
th eir planting to some other crop a neces- | 
m y . This condition has been growing from 
>ear to year for some tim e past. and no 
onion grower knows until the season is well 
advanced w hat is to lie the condition of his 
crop. 
Various rem edies have been recom­ 
m ended, but as yet, so far as known, noth­ 
ing that could be considered practical, even 
if it was successful, has been discovered. ! 
Am ong most growers there is a disposition j 
to pursue cultivation upon th e sam e piece 
of ground t ear after year. which m ay per­ 
haps have som ething to do w ith the work I 
of destruction th a i is now going on, hut this j 
is hardly pro Im bl-, as the sam e cern! Ilion is j 
found to exist w here no onions had been 
previously planted. 
T he other j*est is the cut-w orm : the com­ 
m on etit-Monu will m ake fearful havoc in a t 
si 11 yle night with the sm all plants.

The Pear Orchard. 
Tile locality for Betting the pear orchard 
requires consideration. 
Some regard a 
northern slope as best, so th at Hie trees will 
be less likely to be injured by the hot rays 
of the sun in w inter and spring and so that 
th e blossom buds will be held back in 
spring until the early frosts have passed. 
It is conceded by most growers th at the 
best aspects for pear trees arc northern 
slopes, where they will he less liable to the 
direct hot rays of Hie sun at any tim e of the 
year, especially in w inter and early spring: 
as it is well known that Hie direct rays of 
the sun on the frozen trees is a most fre­ 
quent source of destruction or injury to tho 
trees, Sudden change from extrem e cold 
or frosty state, to th at of hot sun, is far 
more severe upon trees than hardest freez­ 
ing in m id-w inter, or the hottest sun iii m id­ 
sum m er. Another consideration of decided 
im portance is protection 
against early 
sprouting of the fruit buds in spring. Often 
during the warm, m ild weatiier in Hie lat­ 
ter part of M arch and early April, the fruit 
buds will begin to nut forth m idget forward 
enough so Hie cold. rough idasts, later in 
the m onth, destroy the mids and prevent 
fruiting, frees occupying nortbern slopes 
get low, direct sun heat and the buds are 
slower putting forth and consequently art­ 
less liable to be destroyed by the April 
blasts of cold winds. 
It is also desirable 
that the pear orchard should be located in 
the lea of a forest, or he surrounded on the 
north-west and east by a thick hedge of 
forest trees, to shelter it from Hie winds. 
Pears attain tho greatest degree of perfec­ 
tion in city garden*, which are surrounded 
by high brick walls, which keep off the 
winds and afford still air in which the fruit 
may grow. A single row of Norway spruce 
planted lour or five feet apart, around a 
pear orchard, will afford a very good pro­ 
tection against winds. 
Not only will the 
fruit iii an orchard thus protected he larger 
and fairer than fruit unprotected, but there 
will be much less loss from fruit being blown 
off by high winds. 
Preparation of the soil comes next, after 
tho selection of location. 
Very little of our 
soil is in the best condition for pear tree* 
w ithout being specially 
prepared, 
'Hie 
ground should lie deeply ami thoroughly 
pulverized. 
Colonel M arshall P. Wiidor, 
the veteran pomologist, once said: “Pear 
growers eau scarcely go am iss or too far iii 
the use of ashes, charcoal, limo and salt 
about tile roots of their trees to produce 
healthy trees and sound fru it.” Tile health­ 
fulness of pear trees depends largely upon 
11,ere being present in the soil an abundance 
of m ineral plant food. Some pear c u ltu s 
ists think they have kept their trees free 
from blight by the free use of lim e ami pot­ 
ash about the trees. Wood ashes is one of 
the hest of fertilizers for pear trees, ami 
may be applied at the rate of 200 bushels 
per acre, or a less quantity often. An excess 
of nitrogenous m anures should be avoided, 
as it promotes a grow th of soft, unripe wood, 
which is liable to injury from frost and sub­ 
ject to disease. 
Many err in selecting large trees to plant. 
Inexperienced persons, especially, gener­ 
ally prefer the largest trees. 
A large tree 
cannot tie transplanted w ithout suffering 
Beveto injury to its roots, which will re­ 
quire several years to recover from , while 
a sm all tree can be transplanted with its 
roots alm ost entire, and be m ade to grow 
right along w ithout check to its th rifti­ 
ness. A m an of experience in this m atter 
rem arks: 
“Many people are careful to 
select none hut large trees, thinking they 
will bear m uch sooner than sm all ones. If 
these could be taken up with ail their roots 
and quickly and carefully reset, they would 
without doubt bear in a very short tim e; 
hut iii the way they are generally taken up, 
leaving all the top, they are apt to linger 
for years beiore recovering from the treat­ 
ment. 
A moderate-sized tree, w ith a vigorous, 
healthy grow th and plenty of good, fibrous 
roots, will generally, in live years, be better 
than the large one transplanted as above: 
bul for orchard planting, or for a hundred 
or more trees, wo would advise not to take 
more than two or three years from the bud, 
but those of the very best selection.” The 
most rapidly growing trees iii tile nursery 
are not always the hest for transplanting. 
Some experienced cultivators of pears say 
that they prefer tho sm all, runty trees, 
which most people would reject. In the 
long run, they are more likely to m ake the 
hest growth, and prove the hardiest and 
best trees. H ie trees should la* carefully set 
as soon as possible after rem oval from the 
ground, If both operations can bo perform ed 
the same day, or the same hour, so much 
the better. 
A lter the trees have been set they m ust 
be well cared for. The ground should be 
cultivated and well enriched for a few 
years, until the trees become large enough 
to hear. W hether it is best to continue cul­ 
tivation after that period is a disputed ques- 
ticn. Some prefer to seed to grass, and keep 
tin; ground in good condition by top-dress- 
ing and m ulch ilia, while others continue 
tim system of cultivation. If cultivation is 
practiced, great care should be exercised to 
avoid injury to the roots, and especially tim 
surface roots, which are very im portant to 
ensure product!\ • ness. Tho plough should 
not be run very near Hie tru n k of the tree. 
W hen the ground is seeded to grass, the 
grass should he mown and left to decay on 
the ground. 
It wild thus form a m ulch and 
also enrich the soil. It the trees are well 
eared tor, little pruning w ill be required. 
As soon as a shoo! starts which is not need­ 
ed. it should lie rubbed off, and that will 
save pruning and save inflicting wounds 
upon the tree. Generally it will he advisa­ 
ble lo cut the top near the ground, so as to 
facilitate the gathering of the fruit, and 
avoid, to some extent, dam age to Hie fruit 
by the high w inds. 
Under proper treat­ 
m ent it is not difficult to raise pears. The 
tatar tree is quite as hardy, and really 
lunger lived than the apple tree. The pear 
tree has fewer insect enem ies than the 
apple, anil with the exception of the blight, 
is less liable to disease, 
th ere seems to he 
no serious obstacle to widely extending the 
cultivation of the pear.—LH. Reynolds. 


Mulching for Fruit Trees. 
If there is one thing in the way of care 
that fruit trees need above all others it is, 
I think, thorough and constant m ulching. 
It is the natural condition of the tree to he 
m ulched at all seasons. .Nature sets us the 
exam ple, and we cannot afford to disregard 
it. Tile tret s in their native haunts receive 
an addition.'*,I layer of m ulching each year 
in the shape of thickly strew n leaves. This 
gradually form s a thick Led of rich mold 
I hut protects and enriches the roots of the 
trees. W een we take a tree from the forest 
aud set it in the open field, it 1 annot receive 
its natural protection a* in the finest. Us 
leat es are swept away, and the earth about 


its roots left bare and unprotected. We 
thus usurp the functions of nature and yet 
neglect her sim plest laws. A great many 
fruit growers seem to think that m ulching 
is only necessary in winter, if at all. This 
is certainly a m istake, A long, dry, windy 
sum m er is often as trying, especially to 
young trees, as a hard winter. It is quite as 
im portant that the 
roots be 
protected 
from drouth 
as it 
is 
th a t 
they 
lie 
lie 
protected 
from 
the 
frost. 
W hat 
the tree w ants is protection both sum ­ 
m er and winter. M ulching serves sev­ 
eral purposes. In sum m er it keeps down 
the grow th of w eeds and grass th at would 
have to be cut back continually w ithout it, 
and 
which 
is 
continually sapping the 
ground of the m oisture and fertility- needed 
by tlie tree, holds Hie m oisture about the 
roots, th a t w ould otherw ise evaporate, and 
furnishes Hie needed fertilizing m aterial 
by th a t m ost natural process—gradual fil­ 
tration. 
For sum m er m ulching a coarse 
m aterial like horse m anure, containing con­ 
siderable straw , should lie used. A few 
shovelfuls of m uck mixed through it is 
good to hold the whole in place, and also 
helps to absorb and hold m oisture. It is 
hardly safe to use m ulching w ith m uch 
straw in it for w inter; the coarse m aterial 
m akes a favorite resorting place of all kinds 
of sm all verm in. Mulch th at was put on 
coarse in the spring or sum m er will often 
be rotted so th a t it m ay be allowed to re­ 
m ain through Hie w inter. 
For w inter 
m ulching nothing is 
better than m uck 
m ixed w ith partially rotted m anure. E ither 
used alone will do. W hen nothing better 
is at hand, little m ounds of earth m ay bo 
heaped up about the stem s of the trees. 
D on’t neglect the sum m er m ulching. If the 
first m ulching is blown or scratched away, 
replace it w ith fresh and keep it during the 
dry season especially.—[Ohio Farm er. 


In the Vegetable Carden. 
Now conies the busiest season in the gar­ 
den, when Hie hoe and rake will need to he 
constantly at hand, if you would keep down 
every weed, and stir up the soil so that the 
warm air can reach Hie roots of the plants, 
thus greatly increasing th eir growth. To 
note the difference, one only needs to look 
a t a garden w here all the crops are hoed 
over, and the weeds raked off weekly, and 
then at another where the soil is left to hake 
and harden after each show er, which, if it 
is composed of heavy, clayey loam, w ill soon 
become so stiff that th at it will only break 
up in clods at the touch ct the hoe; yet the 
weeds will grow. C onstant cultivation is 
as essential for Hie grow th of fine vegetables 
its for fine flowers. Even the most highly 
fertilized plat of ground will not yield in as 
great abundance as one that is less rich, but 
is constantly stim ulated by Hie hoe and the 
rake. 
lf you have a sm all garden which you cul­ 
tivate yourself by w orking off hours—i. e., 
early iii tho morning, and after tea at night 
—try this plan ana note its results. Begin 
w itll the peas. and hoe them over one morn­ 
ing. pulling out all the chickweed, shep­ 
herd’s weed, purslane, etc., that will spring 
up w herever then* is a grain of soil; then 
hill up the earth slightly around their roots. 
At night take the beet and onion beds; pull 
out all the weeds, and loosen the soil all 
through Hie rows. In this m anlier you can 
do a little w ork every m orning and evening, 
until every kind of vegetable has been 
cleared from the weeds, which, if left to 
grow. will surely choke out their strength, 
us their roots will take un the richness-of 
tile ground. By the tim e you have been 
through every bed with Hie boe and it sm all 
hand-fol k, the weeds will have sprung up 
lurain, ann you m ust return bi the peas or 
tho asparagus bed, and com m ence your 
Jailors again. 
Thus cultivated, you will 
raise a great abundance of vegetables from 
one sm all plat of ground. 
A sharp, fine 
steel rake will kill the weeds, just as they 
commence to grow, more quickly than the 
hoe. 
This year I have had m y cabbage plants 
transplanted tw o feet apart, closeup to the 
peas, and they are growing finely. In a few 
weeks tile bushes will all he nulled up, and 
several row-s of cabbages will take the place 
of Cleveland's R ural New 
Yorker peas. 
Cauliflower plants have been set out each 
side of two double row s of telephone peas. 
and when they have passed away no vacant 
ground will he left to fill w ith weeds. 
W here ail lia peas are now grow ing, turnip 
seeds will be sown late in July, anet another 
crop raised. This m ethod of growing two 
crops of vegetables on one plat of land is 
very desirable for those who possess only a 
sm all garden, and with a little m anagem ent 
it is easily arranged. W here the early beets 
have grown trenches can be dug and made 
very rich with compost, and celery plants 
setout. The plants should be taken from 
the liot-bed or seed-lied, w here they were 
sown, and transplanted in rows in the gar­ 
den, three to four inches apart, so that they 
may become stocky and increase their root 
growth. 
W hen 
transplanted 
into the 
trenches they should lie set six or eight 
indies apart, and thoroughly w et w ith tile 
hose or pails of water. 
Sweet corn should be planted for succes­ 
sion every two weeks until the first or m id­ 
dle of July or August. In this way tile 
table can lie supplied w ith this most de­ 
licious vegetable from the earliest varie­ 
ties, the M arblehead and the Minnesota, to 
the latest kinds with 
sixteen rows of 
kernels to tile ear. Frequent hoeing and 
hilling up of corn will increase the crop 
greatly. Try it on one or tw o rows, and see 
for yourself how m any more ears you will 
harvest than from any other two rows. Do 
not let Hie plants grow too thickly in a 
h ill; four plants will grow much better 
than six'; so when weeding early in Hie sea­ 
son pull up ail the superfluous plants and 
feed them to the hens. 
Cucumbers can 
lie 
planted 
now for 
pickles. M anure the hills plentifully, and 
put in plenty of seeds, but when they nave 
live or six leaves, pull out the plants that 
grow too thickly. Fight the striped bug 
w ith plaster, wood ashes, air-slacked lime, 
or a show ering of copperas dissolved iii 
water, hut take care to let it fall upon tlie 
soil rather than the leaves, as it will turn 
them black. Hellabore, powdered, will also 
destroy all kinds of bugs and worms. 
Squash vines m ust bo thinned out and 
kept clear of bugs, both the squash bug 
mid the striped bug, by scattering ashes, 
powdered hellabore or plaster,all over their 
leaves and Hie ground, and clipping off the 
vines after enough squashes have set. 
Melons require Hie richest cultivation, 
and a sandy, rather than a clayey soil to 
produce good fruit. Keep all vines clear of 
weeds, and hoe or rake over the beds at 
least once a week (oftener would be better), 
and w hen they have fruit enough set to 
ripen well nip off the tips of each shoot, for 
loo ram pant growth will only detract from 
the size and Hie fruit. 
Tomatoes will produce m uch finer fruit 
if the side shoots are nipped out as soon as 
they appear, until the m iddle branch is cov­ 
ered w ith fruit. Then cut off tlie ends of 
the branches, after enough fruit lins formed 
to ripen well. This m ethod keeps the vines 
well trim m ed, and m uch finer and larger 
tom atoes are grown. In cool clim ates, it is 
a good plan to put a ring of stones the size 
of your fist around each plant, three or four 
incites from the stem, to retain the heat 
and m oisture of the ground. 
'lie each 
plant to a stake, or hill up the plants like 
corn and potatoes, and let the vines run 
down the sides. 
Onions can he m ade proof against tho at­ 
tacks of wire-worm s by scattering air- 
slaked lim e or wood ashes all across Hie 
rows, and it will also stim ulate 
their 
growth. 
Cabbages and cauliflowers can be freed 
from worms by scattering fine salt over 
their loaves. If they are abundant, dissolve 
the salt in hot water, and w ater the plants 
very thoroughly.—[Country Gentlem an, 


Millet Haymaking. 
For fifteen years I have raised m illet as a 
hay crop for dairy stock, and think I can 
get it into barn w ith notable economy of 
labor. To cure fast, it needs to be cut iii 
the blossom : allowed to stand until the seed 
has hardened, the stalks become woody and 
the curing process is very slow. F ast year 
the crop was exceedingly heavy, and I went 
at it w ith eyes on th e clouds, and a predic­ 
tion of my neighbor, “Old Brob,” th at we 
were to have a w eek’s lair w eather. 'Hie 
m illet was cut w ith a light mower, knives 
set to cut a t least three indies from the 
ground. The cut grass was allowed to lay 
until tho next forenoon, when I w ent at it 
with a horse rake, witli lock lever. 
It is impossible to rake across the sw aths, 
and the best way is to go Hie same way as 
taken by Hie mower. The raking length­ 
wise tends to bunch up the grass better 
than to go the other way, or against th e cut 
ends of the hay. It will be found very green 
but wilted, bitt it will he taken up clean. 
Tho windrows were about fourteen feet 
apart, and badly littered by the ends of the 
windrows dragging. 
W hen 
the lot was 
raked. Hie rake w as driven betw een the 
windrows, 
and 
they 
were 
thus made 
straight and clean. The horse was then 
driven upon the windrow, and tlie rake set 
and the windrow draw n endways us far as 
possible, when Hie hay was dum ped. The 
rake was not put down for about sixteen 
feet, when it was set and another bunch 
m ade, a place again left unraked, and so on 
to the end of th e windrow. 
H ie horse was turned about upon the 
same row, and the (Aller end of all these 
pow short windrows raked toward 
tile 
already-m ade bunches, and so on until the 
whole lot was raked and hunched. The 
team then cuts another two acres (for 
nutting up next day), and, after dinner, 
P atrick aud I, each w ith a fork, cock up the 
m illet. One of us takes his place on one 
side of this elongated bunch, and the other 
opposite. By a quick right-and-left turn 
the base of a cock is m ade at a central 
point, and then each pitches on his end of 
this long bunch, the m aking of a good 200- 
pound cock taking about a m inute. T here 
has been no carrying h a y ; sim ply pitching. 
T here are no litters; the bottom of tile c o c k 
is quickly forked out, and the loose hay is 
am ple to top i: off with, and then for an­ 
other. 1 od so on until the lot is complete. 
W ithin a few days the m illet will be cured 
enough in the cock to go to the barn. The 
hay wagon is brought to tho field; the m il­ 
let is first "aired’' by Patrick and I. T hrust­ 
ing forks in a t the base we turn a cock over. 
as loosely as passible, so that it w ill open 
out. 
\\ e usually turn over fifty in advance. 


and then go to getting tip. By this plan 
tho lavers of m illet are not broken up. and 
th e forkfuls come up readily. On the load 
they m ust goon in regular order, round and 
round, the loader using the precaution to 
roll the outside of the forkful under his 
toot; then he will pitch oft as easily as they 
are put 011; but woe to the m an who loses 
his "round.” lf a horse-fork is used in un­ 
loading the size of the forkfuls will be 
lim ited only to the pulling power of the 
team that does the hoisting. 
T he hay, by this m ethod, w ill have a 
beautiful green; the sw eating process has 
not caused the woody fibre of sun-drying; 
Hie airing has been sufficient, and tho dan­ 
ger of henting in the mow is avoided. In 
every departm ent of Hie labor there has 
been an economy of strength, and it is a 
great cause of satisfaction to get five as 
large loads of m illet from an acre as the 
team can d ra w ; when last year one load of 
tim othy to the acre was told from grocery 
to post cilice. In w inter the m illet comes 
down from the mows green and bright, and 
is sought for by the cows w ith an eagerness 
th a t tells its own story of it* relish. Don’t 
put salt in a m illet mow. Feed it by itself. 
—[The Tribune. 


How to Crow the Best Corn Fodder. 
Many years ago I becam o convinced that 
thick planting of corn for fodder, which 
produces a spindling, half-developed plant, 
was a m istake. I noticed in feeding fodder 
grow n in this wav th a t the stock did not 
relish it, and eat it clean, as they did fodder 
from m ature corn. In 1877,1 visited one 
of Hie m ost prom inent shorthorn breeders 
of Ohio, and he said to m e: “Tlie m ost prof­ 
itable crop we grow for cattle is corn, 
planted just about tw ice as thick as is cus­ 
tom ary when grown for grain.” Since that 
I have, from experim ent and observation, 
come to the same conclusion. 
I believe that corn iodder grow n from 
thick seeding, as is frequently recom m end­ 
ed and practiced (from one to four bushels 
of seed to tile acre), is inferior to straw as 
food for cattle, and boars about the same 
relation to well-m anured corn fodder th at 
"deaconed" veal from a calf three days old 
does to a good, juioy roast from a thrce- 
year-old steer. I believe t Gat the m ost prof­ 
itable way to grow corn fodder is in rows 
three and one-half feet apart, w ith an aver­ 
age of one stalk to every six inches of row. 
At the Ohio experim ent station a series of 
experim ents with corn was begun iii 1882, 
w hich are expected to run ten years or 
more, and one of them is to ascertain tho 
best distance apart to plant. I have before 
me tile reports for 1882, 1883 and 1884. and 
give tlie yield both of corn and fodder of 
three plats planted each year, w ith an 
average of one grain to each six inches. 
Please bear in m ind th at the very light 
yields of 1884 were caused by a drought al­ 
m ost unparalleled for severity.

and of 
cured fodder0S20 pounds; but,taking the av­ 
erage for three years, we have 4690 pounds 
of fodder and 45 bushels of corn to the acre; 
and, as 45 bushels of corn weigh 3150 
pounds, it gives a total w eight to tile acre 
of 784o pounds, or nearly four tons. 
Recollect that the food here represented is 
not soft, im m ature cornstalks, w ith sappy 
butts, difficult to cure, but is a food which. 
if fed coin and all. is better than almost 
any hay flint could he saved. Corn fodder 
grow n front thick sow ing is very likely to 
lodge, and is usually hard to cure. and olten 
m oulds in the shock or mow. T hat grown 
I rom tiff, m ethod of planting ripens so as to 
he easily cured, and is less likely to lodge 
than ordinary corn. T he waste in feeding 
will he sm all, as the stalks do not grow 
large, aud ii run through a cu tter—ears ami 
all—tile cattle will eat it clean. Any farmer 
who will try the two m ethods of thick seed­ 
ing ana of this plan, and note the quality of 
food produced, will, I think, adopt the plan 
I recom m end. -[W aldo F. Brown In Coun­

When to Cut Clover. 
Our know ledge of changes occurring in 
clover, or other grasses for th a t m atter, 
through age of tho plant is, briefly, as 
follows: 
1. 'Hie nitrogenous com pounds decrease 
and tile carb-hydrates (starch, sugar, etc.,) 
increase in relative am ounts, with the 
ripening of the nlant. 
2. There is no conclusive evidence that 
tlie nitrogenous com pounds assume more 
valuable forms in the later stages of growth 
than when Hie plant is in bloom. 
3. W ith the carb-hydrates there is 
a 
change of m aterial into tile form of crude 
libre. Crude fibre is in part digestible, and 
to th a t extent is as valuable as digestible 
starch. 
4. The nutrients in young grasses are 
inure digestible than in old. 
5. The decrease in percentage of digesti­ 
bility m ay be in part or even wholly com­ 
pensated by tlie greater production in the 
case of m ature grass. But w hether this is 
so or not depends largely upon the locality 
and season. 
Purely chem ical facts favor very strongly 
tile idea that a pound of dry substance, as 
existing in clover w hen in bloom, is more 
valuable than a pound of dry substance, at 
any other period, in m uch the same way 
(but in a less degree) th a t a pound of dry 
substance in young pasture grass is more 
valuable than the sam e quantity of m ate­ 
rial in the m ature plant. 
Tlieso are the know n facts in the case. 
W ith a proper understanding of them there 
should he no difficulty in knowing when to 
cut clover or tim othy for Hie best results iii 
hay. 
The 
m owing m achine should be 
started in the clover as soon as some of the 
blossoms begin to turn brown, and in Hie 
tim othy as soon as the blossom will readily 
fall from the heads in the handling. T his 
may not give the most. but it will give the 
best hay.—[Farm Journal. 


Buckwheat ae a Fertilizer. 
One of our contem poraries, tlie Farm er's 
Review, if we rem em ber correctly, calls 
attention to the value of buckw heat as a 
fertilizer and calls it a "true renovator.” 
It says "the cultivators of Hie soil, especial­ 
ly iii the W est, are not sufficiently impressed 
w ith Hie great value of buckwheat. We 
do not refer to it as a catch crop, and here 
it has great value; not as an article of diet, 
and it form s a m ost delightful change at the 
table; nor yet the value of the straw and 
grain in the w inter for its m ilk and butter- 
producing pow cr which is truly great; nor 
to its im portance to the chicken farm er, for 
egg production iii w inter, all of which indi­ 
vidual positions it most efficiently fills. We 
refer to its use as a green m anure and true 
renovator of the soil. It is available to sow 
and plough under from early spring till late 
iii the fail, but it can lie sown after all tlie 
spring crops are in and he turned under and 
ferm ent and decay during the hot, dry 
w eather of m idsum m er, winch it does most 
prom ptly and com pletely. 
It can then 
again he lightly ploughed or heavily har­ 
rowed and sown again and turned under. 
In its dense and rapid grow th it crowds 
down and sm others weeds; when turned 
under its active and powerful ferm entation 
and decay causes tile decay of tile seeds 
and roots or weeds as no other crop will do. 
In preparing foul ground for clean culture 
there is no cleanser th at can compare with 
buckw heat. 
In the preparation of land 
for 
such 
crops 
as 
straw berries, 
its 
value is fully seen. As a m anure it is cer­ 
tainly one of Hie cheapest and most con­ 
venient. 
It form s a tine bee pasturage 
some years, but is not always alike in this. 
Some cultivators object to the use of buck­ 
w heat for the seed getting out as a weed; 
this seem s to have but little force,as against 
its benefits, for as no two weeds or plants 
can occupy the same space at the same tim e, 
if weed there m ust he, it may as well be 
buckw heat as any other.—[Kansas Farm er. 


T h e Lim a Bean. 
The Lim a bean, in its several varieties, 
forms a class th a t is highly esteem ed dur­ 
ing its season, and is considered by all to be 
tlie m ost delicious and buttery bean grown. 
It is thought to be quite a point in good gar­ 
dening to have these beans as early in the 
season as possible, and iii order to effect 
this desired object they should be given all 
the assistance one lins at com m and. They 
should have a sheltered situation and a 
w arm , deep, rich soil. The ground should 
be deeply dug 
or ploughed and har­ 
rowed us early iii 
tlie 
spring 
as pos­ 
sible, and 
m arked 
off 
in 
rows four 
feet 
apart 
each 
way, 
and 
at 
eaoli 
intersection a stout pole about six feet in 
length be firmly fixed. Around each pole 
place a good shovelful of well pulverized 
stable m anure and thoroughly incorporate 
it with the soil, so as to form a slight hill. 
In these hills and around the poles the 
beans are planted an inch or so in depth, 
\ placing some eight or ten lieans in a hill. 
In planting be careful to place Hie eye of 
the bean down, as this will enable it to 
vegetate m uch sooner and produce a much 
stronger plant. As soon as the plants are 
well up aud past all danger of being injured, 
nil but three or four of the most prom ising 
should l>e rem oved, and as soon us they 
com m ence to run or grow* rapidly the young 


shoots should be tied to the polo, if neces­ 
sary. All the attention they require after 
this is to keep them well cultivated and 
hoed and freed from weeds, and as soon as 
the vines reach tho top of the poles pinch 
off the en d s; this will cause them to effect a 
m ore perfect grow th below. 
The order to have the beans very early, 
it is advisable to sta rt the plants in heat 
under gla-is, and this is best done by plant­ 
ing the seeds on sm all sods, covered lightly 
w ith earth, and placed in a shallow' box in 
a gentle hot-bcd. Do not transplant them 
until the w eather lias become warm and 
settled. If this operation is carefully per­ 
form ed th eir earliness is increased some 
two weeks, and if Bliss’ E xtra E arly is thus 
treated, a gain of some ten or fifteen days 
more can be obtained. Tile follow ing are 
tim varieties briefly described: 
Large L im a—this is so well know n as to 
need no description. 
Sm all Lima, or 
Sewee—sim ilar to the 
L arge Lim a in all respects, but produces 
beans only half the size. It is considerably 
earlier and more productive than th a t well­ 
know n sort, hut inferior in flavor. Bliss’ 
E xtra E arly Lim a will, I think, eventually 
supercede this; planted at the sam e tim e, 
it is fully as early as the Sm all lim a , aud is 
superior in flavor. 
D reer’s Im proved Lim a—Very productive 
and of superior quality, besides possessing 
tlie desirable habit of form ing the beans 
closely together in the pod. T his and the 
following are tlie only two varieties of the 
L im a bean worth the attention of am ateurs. 
Bliss’ E xtra Early Lim a—Resem bles the 
large Lim a in all respects, excepting th at it 
is some ten or fifteen days earlier. Of supe­ 
rior quality and rem arkably productive. 
T his variety should be found in every gar­ 
den.

Note* on Coat-Breeding. 
Many inquiries asking for inform ation 
concerning my personal 
experience iii 
breeding Angora and graded goats, and 
your invitation, are at hand. A fter careful 
observation, handling and breeding goats 
m ore than fifteen years, I have adopted the 
follow ing rules, suitable to my locality, and 
giving me the hest satisfaction: 
Calculating th a t a doe goes twentyT-one 
w eeks in gestation, and for Hie purpose of 
getting kids about April I, I com m enced 
having them served 011 October 27 lust. On 
March 24 the first kids came, and up to this 
date I have 585 kids of 460 does; all are 
doing well. I prefer late kidding on account 
of Letter feed and w arm er weal lier. tho 
does giving plenty of m ilk, have strong 
kids, and are iii good condition of flesh : be­ 
sides, tlio m ohair will not shed or slip off a 
late kid as soon as of an early kid. My 
goats can he shorn in March instead of 
January or February, w ithout losing their 
fleeces. Old goats in poor flesh will lose 
their fleeces sooner, but Hie best pure- 
blooded are not liable to shed fleeces until 
very late, therefore I have them clipped last. 
Does have their kids generally in day 
tim e, between the hours of 9 a. ta. and sun­ 
down. Tlie flock is taken from corral to 
range early iti Hie m orning, and driven 
hack about 9 o’clock to the corial, where 
they will lie down and stay until about 2 
o’clock p. in. 
Most of the kids of that day 
will come in w hile (he flock is in thecorral, 
and those show ing signs of kidding will Le 
taken out of the co n al before the flock is 
turned out betw een 2 and 3 o’clock; the 
does w ith kids will be put in separate liens 
until every doe knows her kid well. In case 
any more kids drop after return of the 
flock at sundow n, they will b etaken rare of 
as at first stated. 
I p to date I had only 
about tw enty kids come aw ay from the cor­ 
rals, which were carried to the others w ith 
their m others driven along to the pens. 
After Hie kids are at least one day old and 
their m others know them well, they are put 
into the kid flock, which is kept during 
day-time in a sm all grass plot. 
Their 
mothers are turned into the doe flock, Kept 
separate from the other goats from m orn­ 
ing till evening, and at night all tlie does 
and all their kids are put into a corral and 
kept together until m orning. 
'lite does and kids are separated in tlie 
following m anner in the m orning; In tho 
opening of tho corral gale is placed a plat­ 
form 22 incheshigh, 5 feet long. 3 feet wide, 
one side in line of tile gate closed to prevent 
kids running through, three sides are open 
for kids to run under, the does jum p on to 
the platform and outside of the corral and 
the kids stay iii the corral, hut when tho 
kids grow large enough to jum p on and 
over the platform , then they will be allowed 
to go w ith the flock. As soon as the does 
have left the corral tho kids are driven to 
their grass pasture, w here they stay until 
tlie doe flock returns to the corral at night. 
The accounts of kids up to tills day show’ 
os follows; 129 pure-blooded does had 139 
kids—equal to 108 per cent; tit*I graded 
does had 446 kids—equal to 134 percent. 
My entire losses of kids killed by coyotes 
and otherw ise, nine head. I never before 
reached as high a percentage of kids as 
this season, but Hie chances w ere very fa­ 
vorable, and I m ust state th at I always 
saved all m y April kids before, but I had 
m ore kids com e earlier in the season, and 
of those I lost som etim es heavily. I have 
yet about IOO does, m ostly pure blooded, to 
drop kids. 
My account of this year’s shearing I will 
present as far as I can give it. Of 1024 
goats, being about 245 pure-blooded—bal­ 
ance graded, of all sexes and 
ages—I 
sheared and shipped m ohair to H itching He 
Bicknell. New \ c.rk, 3309 pounds net. My 
m ohair reached New Yolk on the 6th of 
the m onth. Messrs. H itching «!v Bicknell 
just inform ed me th at tile buyers are only 
a few. but that Hie price of superior mo­ 
hair ranges from 38 to 42l a cents, and they 
hope to realize a good price for the same. 
As to the production of m ohair, my ex­ 
perience proves to me th a t each higher 
cress from graded does w ith pure-blooded 
m ales yields oetter quality of increased 
w eight of m ohair, finding a more ready 
sale; and, therefore, I hold th a t none but 
the pure-blooded bucks should be used with 
graded does, to succeed in the m ohair in­ 
dustry.—[Pacific Rural Press. 


Pigs for Next Year. 
At such tim es as the farm er is cogitating 
w hat hogs and how m any he will fatten, is 
Hie tim e to determ ine w hat to do for next 
year’s crop of pigs. Too m any fatten all the 
sows th at have had litters of pigs tikis sea­ 
son, and depend on the young early sow 
pigs for breeders next spring. It is not, in 
our estim ation, the best policy to kill any 
sow which has proven herself a good breed­ 
er and safe suckler. D efeat of tho whole 
year’s pig product often happens through 
a false reliance on young and reckless 
sows. 
A nother good reason for saving 
old sows is. they bring 
stronger 
and 
better pigs, which start off better and 
keep ahead better in the race of fattening. 
The price of a good sow, one which lias been 
tried, is a sm all m atter in comparison to 
two large and thrifty litters of pigs per year. 
This is not the tim e to breed sows, but 
it is tim tim e to prepare for a good lot of 
breeding sows for next year’s crop. A 
lirst-elass farm er will raise all his own pigs, 
calves, lam bs and colts. This is tin* legiti­ 
m ate, safe and sure process of fanning. It 
pays well to m ake am ple preparation for 
-brood sows. If they have hail a litter of 
pigs in March they can have another early 
in Septem ber. A sow usually carries her 
young from five to seven days less than four 
m onths from tile tim e she was bred, and it 
is every farm er’s business to keep a record 
of this tim e, so he may know tho exact tim e 
his sows are to farrow, so as to m ake prep­ 
arations accordingly. A week before their 
farrow ing tim e they should be separated 
from all other hogs, given good, dry, airy 
quarters, and left to them selves as m uch as 
possible. 
Make a good, thick bcd of fine 
cut straw . Teach the pigs to eat as soon as 
possible ; push them from the start, and 
keep them growing like good, healthy pigs, 
so that w hen they are six m onths old they 
will weigh 180 pounds or more. They will 
sell w hether tile m arket is up or down. 


Facts to be Remembered. 
Celery can be transplanted until the m id­ 
dle of the m onth; it m ust have a rich soil, 
and plenty of w ater after grow th starts, iii 
order to get the best quality. 
Tile w iuter radishes and English turnips 
can be sown until the last of the m onth. 
Use ashes or slaked lim e to prevent in­ 
jury from tlie turnip flea or beetle. 
Sow the Cos varieties of lettuce for fall 
use. 
Straw berry plants th a t have been fruited 
two seasons should be dug over, as there is 
no profit in keeping the plants longer. 
A fter th e first season of fruiting the plats 
should be cleared of weeds and cultivated, 
and as m any runners allowed to grow as 
m ay be desired. 
Some good cultivators 
have adopted, w ith apparent good results, 
tho practice of m owing off tile foliage after 
che crop is gathered, some even setting lire 
to the m ulch th at lias been used and hurtl­ 
ing over the whole ground; the effect of re­ 
m oving the old foliage being to encourage 
a better grow th of new leaves. 
Grape vines will require attention in stop­ 
ping and tying in the shoots. In locations 
w here Hie rot is prevalent hagging the 
bunches will prove an advantage. One or 
two-pound m anila bags are the best and 
cheapest for this purpose. Slip the bag 
over the young bunch and fasten it by fold­ 
ing over the upper corner and pin it; a bolo 
cut in Hie lower end will allow w ater to es­ 
cape, if it should find its way in. By this 
m eans the fru it is also guarded agaiust 
birds and insects. 
Carbolic acid is said to be an effectual 
rem edy for grape rot. An ounce dissolved 
in live gallons of w ater and spread over the 
bunches when the rot appears will stop its 
farth er progress. 
A M aryland gardener, who has m ade a 
success of tig culture in th at State for a 
quarter of a century, gives as the secret 
of Ids success the follow ing m ethod of cul­ 
tu re: "From the 10th to the 20th of No­ 
vem ber we dig a trench around the bushes, 
cutting aw ay about half Hie roots they have 
m a d e the last season, when the bushes are 
grow ii*g vigorously, and less when they are 
not so robust, bending down the branches to 
the gvoundqai the form of a cross and cover­ 
ing them tm h earth from the trenches 
from three to four in d ies iu thickness, and 
in spring uncovering them from the 1st to 
tlie 10th of April. They hear fruit abun­ 


dantly, ripening about th e 1st of July, and 
continuing to bear until Novem ber, and 
later if not destroyed by frost.” 
Those who have grain* vinos which they 
wish to increase in inurnbqr cab easily do so 
by bending a branch of the n etr grow th to 
tho ground and pinning it them , and cover- 
ingr+t witli a few inches of eafith trod solidly 
down to tile branch, 'lite itoint of contact 
should he about m idw ay of rh* new growth, 
covering one or more joints, from which 
roots will soon start. 
In the fall the branch 
can he severed from the parent vine, and 
will he ready for transplanting. Raspberries 
and blackberries should have the old wood 
cut aw ay after the hearing season is over, 
that the strength m ay go into tho new 
canes which are to furnish next year’s crop. 
The straw'berries should now be allowed to 
throw' out new' runners, th a t new plants 
may be ready for setting next m onth. 
The Rural New YtrrkeB chlm is to have 
m ade experim ents w ith various substances 
to destroy rose bffgs, hnusdyS til fit only one 
that can be relied upon with certainty is 
pyrethrum , 
buiiach 
or 
Persian 
insect 
pow'der. It can be applied as dust or in 
solution. 
The point to he secured in stacking hay 
is to keep the centre the lnghost. If this is 
done, w ater can not penetrate into the 
stack, but will find its way to the outside 
tinder the most unfavorable circum stances. 
lf, on the other hand, the centre is hollow’, 
the w ater m ust drain into Hie centre, and 
so ruin the stack. An excellent way to 
build a stack is to set a tall sapling firmly 
in the ground, w ith a foundation of rails 
around it; then begin at the centre, and 
place tho hay about tile pole, gradually 
spreading, until the edge of the base is 
reached. Continue building up tile stack, 
the highest iii Hie centre around the pole, 
the builder standing in the centre so as to 
tread the hay firmly there. As the stack 
settles, the outside sinks m ore than tho 
centre, and helps to m ake tho stack better. 
Tho top of the stack is finished by fastening 
a covering of hay to the pole, with liay- 
bands wound firmly around it. A stack so 
m ade will not leak, and even clover hay 
may he safely stacked in this m anner, be­ 
cause the w ater m ust m ake its way to tlie 
outside by tile force of gravity, and escape 
there by dropping to the ground clear of 
the stack. 
C ut the tim othy w ith a grain cradle or 
sickle just as the seed begins to harden, tie 
in bundles and set up in shocks to cure as 
you would w heat or oats. Wit ell cured a 
few' days, haul into the barn or put in 
stark until you are ready to thresh out the 
seed witli flail or m achine. Run ('baff and 
seed through an ordinary fanning m ill, 
separating the latter from the form er and 
all coarse weed seeds, and your tim othy 
seed will be ready for m arket. The orchard 
grass should be cut and cured in the sumo 
w ay. only by allowing it to rem ain in the 
shock a little longer tim e it m aybe threshed 
out a.s draw n from tho held, lf t Ii is is done 
with a flail, and before tile chaff has become 
too dry, the seed m ay la* knocked out pretty 
clean and ho ready for m arket bv m erely 
sifting out the broken stems and leaves. 
O rchard grass seed does not part from the 
surrounding chaff, and is alw ays sent to 
m arket in the eh an. But some lots contain 
m uch less foreign m aterial th an others, Hie 
difference being due to the m anner of 
extracting tin* seed. 
We have obtained 
very excellent and heavy seed by threshing 
the bundles rath er lightly during dry 
w eather. 
According to various estim ates tile wheat 
crop for 1885 is placed at anyw here from 
270,ii00,<)0U to 340,000,OOO bushels. The 
first figure is subm itted by Secretary Cham ­ 
berlain, and is the lowest estim ate, while 
tin* last estim ate is Hie highest, and is th at 
of Secretary Seam ans of the M illers’ Asso­ 
ciation of the United States. Tho crop of 
1884 slightly exceeded 5o0,oo0,000bushels. 
T his difference is alm ost all in the w inter 
w heat States. In M anitoba the agricultural 
departm ent reports a considerable gain in 
acreage and favorable crop outlook, estim at­ 
ing a yield of h u t 7.000,000 bushels. The 
departm ent of agriculture for the State of 
Hlitio:s reports in regard to corn th at the 
area is m uch larger titan last year, hut th at 
insects have dam aged the grow ing corn in 
m any portions of the State. The average 
condition of tho crop is 84 against 98 sam e 
tim e last year in the northern division, 
w hich produces usually nearly half the 
crop of tho State. In the central division 
the condition is 86 against 90 last year, 
while in tho southern division the condition 
s better than last year, being 92 against 81 
in 1884. 
It is very difficult to adjust the seed so as 
to have exactly the right quantity grow 
when planting potatoes, In aim ing to get 
enough so as to have a good stand, most 
(arm ets plant more seed th an they should. 
This is all very well, provided the potatoes 
are thinned as they come up. If a m an will 
go through his piece and rem ove by a sud­ 
den jerk nil hut two or three of the sprouts. 
he will be surprised at the greater vigor 
which these will show, aud the larger num ­ 
ber of m arketable potatoes produced at the 
harvest. Too m uch seed m akes a mass of 
sm all tubers in tiro hill too poor for m arket­ 
ing, and scarcely worth good storeroom and 
the care required lo keep them as food for 
stock in w inter. W ith some varieties of 
potatoes, one strong shoot is better than 
more, but w ith kinds inclined to grow 
coarse and irregular, a larger num ber of 
plants i’.t tile hill may be allowed as a 
m eans of m aking the crop sm oother and 
better. 
, A strange cut-worm has m ade its appear­ 
ance in the onion fields of O range county, 
N. Y., and is doing much dam age by cating 
off the onion plants ut the surface of Hie 
ground. The worm works at night, enters 
into the ground in the m orning, and rc- 
m ainsquiet duringtheday.F or theirexterm i- 
n at ion Dr. T hurber advises a trial of the 
m ethod th at lias been 
successfully em ­ 
ployed at the 8011th. T urnip or cabbage 
leaves are placed fifteen or tw enty feet dis­ 
tan t all over the field. “These leaves are 
first m oistened, and then dusted on one sur­ 
face with a m ixture of one part of paris 
green and tw enty 
parts of flour. 
The 
leaves are distributed over tho field, w ith 
the 
poisoned 
surface 
downward. 
The 
operation is repeated after three or four 
days, two applications being usually suffi­ 
cient.” This m ethod lias been found suc­ 
cessful, but it is desirable th at every field 
should bo cleared of cut-w orm sbefore plant­ 
ing. This can be effected by sum m er fal­ 
low ing; sm all spaces can be covered w ith 
straw and brush am i burnt over, which will 
pretty effectually destroy the pests. 
T here is a t into ju st before oats shoot into 
head when the Canada thistles grow ing iii 
tin* crop arc several inches tile tallest. 
VV itll a not very sharp scythe cu t off these 
thistle tops, which will stop their growth 
and prevent seeding. The stubs left am ong 
the oats will bo so snort th at they will fall 
out when putting Hie grain into bundles, 
A crop of barley sown early is often ready 
to harvest in seventy-live to eighty on ys after 
putting Hie seed in th e ground, It should 
be cut just a little before it is dead ripe. as 
tin* grain will be heavier and probably 
brighter. 
W hen fully ripe it stains so 
readily th at even a heavy dew will injure 
it. 
O ats m ake liens poor, aud often pack in 
heir crops, and they die. They clog up the 
pipe leading from the crop to the gi/.urd, 
and, when til is is tim ease, the lions get no 
nourishm ent, another th in g —the skins or 
hulls of the oats clog tip the gizard and pre­ 
vent its action. W hen tho crop is packed, 
it is perfectly safe to cut into it and remove 
the < ontents. and then sew it up. 
Professor A. J. Cook gives the following 
recipe for bee feed; .Six pounds sugar, one 
pound 
extracted boney, 
three pounds 
w ater. 
Th© w ater is h ist boiled, 
then 
sugar and honey added, and all boiled for 
a m om ent together. As soon as it boils re­ 
move from the tire. The advantage of this 
food is th at for w inter use it serves better 
titan honey, as frequently bees are found to 
sutler from dysentery when using honey for 
w inter food, w hile w ith sugar syrup they 
do not suffer at all. Tho object of m ixing 
tim honey is to prevent crystallization or 
granulation. 
Such syrup rem ains indefi­ 
nitely liquid. 
Sweet potatoes are usually cultivated four 
tim es during Hie season. 
The first hoeing 
is done soon after they are set out, and the 
last when the vines have run from Dill to 
hill. They are first gonepver w ith Hie cul­ 
tivator anil then hand hoed, Hie earth being 
draw n ti]) to the plant. The vines are not 
cut off. but turned over out of the way of 
the cultivator. T here are cultivators made 
on purpose for sw eet potato culture th a t 
tu rn the vines, or raise them up out of the 
way of the hoes. 
Iii collecting seeds (in large quantities) of 
m elon, squash, 
tom ato, cucum ber and 
other plants. Joseph H arris advises th a t we 
put u little brew er’s yeast in Hie barrel, 
The seeds drop to the bottom of Hie barrel, 
and will be White. clean and entirely free 
from mucilage. 
lf you w ant your cucum ber vines to con­ 
tinuo iii 
bearing 
see th at none of the 
cucum bers are allowed to ripen. It is fatal 
to the productiveness of the vines to allow 
any of tlie fruits to ripen. Tim vines quit 
hearing w hen even a single fruit is allowed 
to m ature. 
Heavy or rich m ucky soil is best for 
celery, although it will grow in quite sandy 
soil if w ater is supplied in abundance. 
P utting fresh m anure in the rows is said to 
produce rust. We think, however, th at cer­ 
tain conditions of the air are favorable to 
flus disease. 
Mauv tim e* lam bs cannot be sold when 
they will bring the m ost because tile pas­ 
ture is poor and they do not get fat enougti. A 
little grain fed to both ewes and lam bs will 
push them ahead and tit the lam bs for early 
m arket, v, lien they will brtng-hviee as much 
as later on in the Seastqf. 
Put th e grain 
racks right in th e field and give them a gill 
each of oats aud cont. By doing so a big 
price may lie had for the grain and both 
pasture aud fodder saved which they would 
require if not sold. 
There is 110 breed of cattle the hest for the 
m ilk business, quality andquautity of m ilk 
considered. A cross of Jersey and Aryshire, 
or Jersey and Holland cattle, would come 
the nearest. 
W ith good pastures and lib­ 
eral feeding the last cross would probably 
be best. VV e have seen such cows and they 
were grand m ilkers, and the m ilk was of 
excellent quality. 
The Jersey - Ayrshire 
cross would do hest on more scanty pastures 
and less liberal feeding. We pave had such 
cow's aud there ar? no he tier ones for a gen­ 
eral purpose cow. 
Both of these crosses 
would m ake hardy and fine-looking cows. 


HINTS TO GOOD HEALTH. 


Hay Asthm a, or Hay 
Fever— H orserad­ 


ish Leaves as an Irritant—Superfluous 


Hairs— Health Notes. 
S trictly speaking Hie causes 
of hay 
asthm a may he divided into the constitu­ 
tional and the exciting. It is evident to 
every one th at some people are more subject 
than others to colds in eith er the head or 
chest. To put it more definitely, these in­ 
dividuals are tender as regards the mucous 
or lining m em branes of Hie air passages, 
from Hie eyes and noso dow nw ards to the 
ultim ate ram ifications of the bronchi them ­ 
selves. W'e cannot give any reason for this 
—none is need ed ; hut, given as an exam ple: 
Two people ride homo together in a gig late 
on a spring evening, and in tho teeth of an 
east w ind; one next day has th e incipient 
sym ptom s of a had cold, the other has es­ 
caped scot-free. 
Tenderness, therefore— 
of a constitutional n atu re—of th e lining 
m em branes of air passages is th e prim ary 
cause of hay asthm a. Tim e alone can cure 
this, and I have no other reason for m aking 
lins rem ark than the fact th a t th e ailm ent 
in question is not one of advanced life. The 
exciting causes are not only the breathing 
of the perfum e and 
floating 
sporules 
froirf grass in bloom, hut the inhalation of 
m any other kinds of dust anil im palpable 
spicule.*, if the term he perm issible. It is 
well known am ong young chem ists and 
students th at the sm ell of ipecacuanha pow ­ 
der will give to some a disagreeable cold; 
so, in those subject to th e com plaint, will 
dust of any kin d —th e dust from rotten old 
dry wood, che dust from old walls, as when 
masons are tak in g down houses, and dust 
from streets. So. also, will certain per­ 
fumes, notably those of the rose and peach 
and certain kinds of grass in liow'er. 
fliest* 
are, after all, causes th a t aet ilia m echani­ 
cal way. Perfum e of flowers is invisible, 
but it is pone the less substantial in th a t it 
consists of the volatile oils of Hie fruits or 
flowers m ixed with the seed dust or spor­ 
ule*; aud these, im pinging on Hie mucous 
m em brane of the air passages, irritate them . 
and Hie com plaint is set up. VV hen lust* 
the word “m echanical” it is to show th at I 
attribute no poisonous character to the vege­ 
table or other dust which produces hay 
asthm a, although I do not deny th at poison 
m ay exist in it. But drafts of cold air 
alone will set up an attack of hay asthm a 
in those subject to it. This would be de­ 
term ined by tim greater am ount of blood 
sent back upon the m ucous m em brane dur­ 
ing exposure to a current of cold air. 
Well, now wo have got so far on w ith our 
subject that, by know ing the causes of hay 
asthm a, wo know precisely w hat we m ust 
carefully avoid to prevent attacks. There 
is only one way of preventing disease, and 
th a t is by rem oving the cause from our­ 
selves, or rem oving ourselves from the 
cause. 
People subject to hay asthm a have 
therefore to avoid: I. Exposure to dust of 
all kinds, for there is no saying w hat the 
particular kind of dust may be th at brings 
on an attack —for th a t m atter, it luny be a 
com bination. 2. Exposure of eith er taco or 
body to currents of cold air. 3. Tho in­ 
halation of perfum es of grass or fruit or 
flowers th at arc know n to have a tendency 
to produce it. 4. Exposure to excess of 
heat, direct 
solar rays or intensity of 
light. . . . People subject to hay asthm a 
cannot bo too careful in keeping up their 
health status. No need for m e to tell them 
how to do this ; they m ust, w hile carefully 
avoiding, as far as possible, well-known ex­ 
citing causes, live bv rule. Here is another 
h int: W hile living bv rule they m ust avoid, 
in Hie intervals of th eir illnesses, tak in g 
m any drugs. If one docs really and truly 
live by rule. m edicine of an i kina is hardly, 
if ever, required. 'I bis is all I, or probably 
any one, can say about constitutional or 
preventive treatm en t; there is no prophy­ 
lactic for hay asthm a, th a t m ust be ap­ 
parent to every cue. 
T reatm ent during an attack —Cut it short, 
if possible, by getting away at once from 
Hie neighborhood wliero Hie attack took 
place. There is no end of m edicines that 
have been tried, but I have only two th at I 
should recom m end in tin* intervals of at­ 
tacks, nam ely, iron with quinine and the so­ 
lution of arsenic. These I cannot give Hie 
doses of, lur obvious reasons; but a duly 
qualified m edical practitioner would pre­ 
scribe according to circum stances. 


Horseradish Leaves as an Irritant. 
W e have the leaves gathered before the 
frost touches them , strip out tho hard stem 
through the m iddle, and lay them in a 
sunny window to dry. Theft put up in a 
paper sack, m ark tho contents plainly, tie 
th e hag, and liking it in some out-of-the-way 
place, yet not in tho attic or so far ii way 
th a t one will forego the use of them rath er 
titan go after them , especially in th e night, 
or in severe cold w eather. Any rem edy for 
em ergencies shouhrbe in a place conven­ 
ient to reach. 
W hen w anted for use lay some leaves 
(which quito likely are broken, bitt no m at­ 
ter), upon an old plato or saucer, m oisten 
w ith vinegar, aud let them heat till soft; 
then place upon cloth or oil silk, and apply 
to tho parts affected. It is a good plan to 
cover well to iud in o sw eating, its well as to 
protect the clothing. If som ething m ore 
pungent 
than 
horseradish 
is 
needed, 
sprinkle a little dry m ustard over tho dam p 
leaves before applying, and soon a moist, 
grateful draw ing upon Hie skin will be ap­ 
parent. 
In 
m any 
cases w here some 
sim ple 
rem edy of tho kind is required w ith­ 
out resorting to 
Hie severe inflam m a­ 
tion 
produced 
by 
blisters 
and 
m us­ 
tard poultices, thoro is nothing to our 
know ledge so efficacious us horseradish 
leaves. It is a sw eating rath er than a blis­ 
tering process, soothing, even if a little 
burning, and is one of the few rem edies 
w inch we are in the habit of using for little 
ailm ents. For pain and soreness in the 
head put the horseradish leaves on tile 
huck of tlie neck, changing if needful to 
produce sufficient irritation of the skin. If 
the pain is very severe, a little m ustard on 
the leaves may produce more effect. For 
soreness of tho chest, pain in the side, face- 
ache and toothache, this will often give re­ 
lief, even if it m ay not cure, and it leaves 
no unpleasant effects behind. 


Superfluous Hairs. 
Tlio “depilatories in tho m ark et” are gen­ 
erally worthless, The m ore active agent in 
them is lime, often seriously affecting the 
skin, perhaps causing disease. 
At best 
their action is not deep enough to destroy 
the offending hairs, as they do not reach tho 
hair follicle. The hair m ay lie rem oved in 
this way, tem porarily, or it m ay be pulled 
out. lint with no certainty th at it will not 
soon reappear. 
I decidedly prefer nulling 
w ith the tw eezers to the use of tho depila­ 
tories, tho pulling being safer and more 
lasting—rarely effectual, Am ong the prom i­ 
nent "causes" m ay he constitutional (Pecul­ 
iarities, a m asculinity, resulting in a beard 
like th a t of the sterner sex, while gross 
habits m ay exert an influence, am ong 
which is Hie use of large quantities of 
meats, particularly pork. 
.Still another 
cause is supposed by some to be certain 
irregularities peculiar to fem ales, the pecu­ 
liarities of w hich I will not now describe. 
Tlio "cure” consists in th e destruction of 
the root or follicle of Hie hair. This is 
attem pted in several ways, one being by 
thrusting a needle into the follicle—follow­ 
ing the hair, or the orifice m ade when it is 
pulled—this follicle being just beneath the 
true skin, the point* of Ute needle being 
moved about for the purpose of so injuring 
the follicle th a t it will undestroyed. This 
follicle is also destroyed by heating this 
needle, or by passing a tolerably strong cur­ 
rent of electricity through it, reaching tlie 
follicle. These and sim ilar m ethods are 
successful, attended by some pain and 
trouble.

Health Note*. 
If you have au earth en floor in your cellar 
have it sprinkled w ith fresh lim e several 
tim es in a sum m er. 
T ake a long nooning. B etter spirits and 
increased vigor and strength will far more 
than m ake up the tim e tak en to rest. 
If a fish hone has been swallowed take 
the w hite of an egg, which will help to 
carry it down th e th ro a t; also eat a hard 
crust of bread. 
H ave the children’s teeth exam ined by a 
good dentist twice a year, and repaired if 
they need it. Possibly a tooth th at is m eant 
to last a lifetim e is rapidly becoming worth­ 
less just for the need of a little attention 
now. But don’t give tlie children sloppy 
food; they should use th eir teeth, or they 
w ill decay. 
The idea th a t we m ust not oat fru it in 
cholera season is an entirely m istaken one. 
Ripe fru it eaten as part of the dict a t the 
regular m eal hours, and with oilier food is 
alw ays healthful. The prevalence of chol­ 
era or any other epidem ic discase should 
prom ote its use rath er th an otherwise, 
don’t be afraid to eat ripe fru it under 
proper conditions. 
Tlte great m ajority of people pay no 
attention to their Health or their m ental 
sanity. T heir whole tim e and energy are 
devoted to securing w ealth and distinction. 
They leave their h ealth to th e doctor, their 
quarrels to the lawyers, aud their souls to 
the m inisters. A little education in the 
right direction would change tins. B ut it 
m ay he asked why pine to ihoso who will 
not dance. It m ay he th a t people xviii some 
tim e learn that health amt m ental sanita­ 
tion are w orth more th an w ealth and dis­ 
tinction. 
There is no bettor drink for the harvest 
field th an cold water, if people know how 
to take it. H alt a p int sipped slowly, will 
allay th irst more effectually th an a quart 
gulped down. T ilt system knows w hat to 
do w ith pure w ater, aud carries it at once 
to those parts of the body w here it is 
needed, while beers and sw eetened drinks 
m ust stay in Hie stout a ok till thqy are di­ 
gested. 
Alcoholic drinks stim ulate to 
effort beyond one's natural strength, and 


unnatural exhaustion and depression m ust 
follow. This elevating and then depress­ 
ing operation wears out the m achinery 01 
th© body. 
, 
.. 
The wisest people differ as to thcneeesslty 
of w earing flannel all sum m er, It is a 
question, like th a t of diet, th at each one 
m ust settle for him self, according to toe 
needs of Ins own system, and not th at of 
some one else. Rut for children one m ust 
decide. Those of low vitality are, safer in 
flannel, which, if it irritates the skin. may 
be worn over thin cotton garm ents. Robust, 
active children are usually m ore com fort­ 
able in cotton underw ear In hot w eather. 
I hose, both for boys and girls, should be 
m ade as w aists and drawers, buttoned to­ 
gether at the waist, w ith short sleeves and 
rath er low necks. Tile stockings ought to 
overlap tile draw ers and he held up by elas­ 
tic straps, one end buttoning on Hie outer 
side of tho stockings, the other to the waist 
under Hie arni. G arters th at encircle the 
leg are condem ned as interfering w ith the 
circulation of tile blood and tlie shape of 
th e limb.

^cially in hot w eather. 
Soihe years

in 
July, I was 
struck 
w ith 
^ingenuity, 
bravery 
and 
common­ 
ed a travelling companion, who re­ 


moved her h at and placed in its stead over ; 
her crisp blonde hair a long blue gauze j 
vail, in opera hood fashion. As a result she 
looked both pretty and coin for table, ain ; 
ber h air was better protected from dust and ; 
cinders than w ith a b at even. Tim es havo 
changed since then, and it is now con­ 
sidered quite the proper thing for women 
as well as m en to don the jaunty silk trav­ 
elling cap as soon as the train pulls out of 
the station. The Princess of W ales wears a 
jockey cap of checked silk on such occa­ 
sions.

Are you going to play tennis this sum m er? 
If so. you m ust have a special costum e for 
the purpose, for playing tennis in a tightly 
fitting basque and ordinary long skirt w'lth 
draperies is not only aw kw ard, but impos­ 
sible.

light, will sliado the eyes, and won’t 
fly

run. 
A 
felt 
hat, broad-brimmed and light as a feather, 
a worsted Tam 'o S h an o r, a skull cap, a 
cricketer’s cap or a cloth cap will do. The 
latter has a. round crown m ade iii four 
pieces, “w'itb a little round button a t the 
toji,” like the Grand Panjan drum , and tho 
prim is of two thicknesses of the cloth, fast­ 
ened together n a b m any rows of stitching. 
These cost -SI 40 at the shops w here they 
sell sporting goods, but any clever girl w ith 
a sewing-m achine could m ake lier own. 
if you won’t m ention it ITI tell you about 
a tennis suit which was "thought out ’ tho 
other day by a young lady with red hair. 
wiio lives in Boston town. The sk irt is of 
yellow and black in wide stripes, anti cost 
$2 a yard. That seems rather expensive. 
but tho yellow stripe is pure silk, thus 
securing a soft and lustrous color. 
The 
width of tho goods m akes th e length of the 
skirt bv being put into a short yoke at the 
top, and the bottom is finished with a sim ­ 
ple hem . 
A plain black 
silk jersey is 
worn w ith 
this, 
and 
about the pips 
is knotted a scarf drapery of the stnped 
goods. The costum e is com pleted by a 
cricketer's cap m ade of the striped goods. 
These have a vizor, and the crown, which 
is rather full, is brought down and forward 
and fastened w ith a hook and loop to tho 
m iddle of the vizor. This sam e model can 
be used in cheaper m aterials, for w ith the 
heavy cotton aw ning cloth, or tennis skirt­ 
ing, a worsted jersey, and tile cap, which 
costs only sixty-five cents, if m ade to order, 
a very effective suit can he gotten up to 
cost very little, especially if m ade at home. 


Ribbons are to be used in great quantities 
this sum m er, so tho fashion authorities say. 
and a good idea it is, too. A great variety 
in effect can be given to a dress of black, 
w hite or neutral tin t by varying the rib­ 
bons worn witli it, and freshened up in this 
way an old suit can be m ade “as good as 
new'.” The very newest way to w ear them 
is in th e shape of wiiat are called flow'er 
bow's—four, five or six soft loops are pleated 
around a tw ist in the centre and set as 
a 
row' 
of 
wide-open 
blossoms 
down 
th e front of the bodice and down tile front 
or side of the skirt as a panel. A nother 
way is to take No. 12 ribbon, or else the 
regular sash w idth, and m ake a very large 
how, w ith long, irregular loops and ends, 
which is set on the skirt far back and high 
up, so as to form a sort of panel where the 
front and back draperies m eet. 
Some years ago the girls at W heaton 
Sem inary adopted 
the fancy one Ju n e 
of 
wearing 
their 
sashes 
like 
fichus. 
“Todd” Nichols set the fashion, and all the 
rest followed as a m atter of course. 
The 
ribbons were passed around the neck and 
then brought down the front of the basque, 
the ends being closely gathered under a 
bow of narrow ribbon or tucked in tile belt. 
Most of those girls have probably forgotten 
all about it by this tim e, and lo! now it is 
quite the proper thing to do. 
We m ight 
say th a t W heaton Sem inary girls were usu­ 
ally thus iii advance of the tim es, but we 
fear it m ight be set down to an overweau- 
ing pride in our alm a m ater. 


Take Care of the Baby’s Milk. 
A w riter in "Babyhood” holds forth upon 
the fact th a t too m uch em phasis cannot be 
given to th e injunction to keep the m ilk for 
•baby’s use swreet in hot w eather. The in­ 
fan t’s n atu ral nourishm ent needs alm ost 
as m uch care in sum m er as does the con­ 
sum er of it. The best m ethod of keeping 
it unchanged, and therefore wholesome, 
is to set it in a clean, cold refrigerator as 
soon 
as 
it 
comes 
into 
the 
house. 
W hen it is needed, take 
tile 
pitcher 
or cup into which it is to be poured to 
tlie refrigerator, not the m ilk-pan into the 
kitchen. 
Nurses generally neglect this 
precaution. The pan is often left in the 
heated outer air .for five, ten, fifteen m in­ 
utes, thus causing the m ilk to "tu rn .” In 
this country, where ice is not readily ob­ 
tainable, a really good collar, a spring 
house, or a dairy through which runs a 
living stream of w ater, is the next best 
tiling to a refrigerator. If none of these are 
at hand pour Hie m ilk intended for the 
baby into a clean stone jug, cork it securely, 
tie oiled silk over the stopper aud suspend 
the vessel in the well. 


F A N C Y H O U K . 


F each -B lo om T idies, 
The m aterials for a large tidy a re : One 
skein of Germ antow n yarn, three balls of 
tidy cotton, No. IO, one ball No 8, and a 
wooden fram e one and one-half feet square. 
Make the fram e strong, aud drive nails in 
it one inch apart all around, leaving an inch 
between the nails at the corners. W ind on 
the fram e from the three balls of No IO, 
then the yarn on top of the cotton, then 
w ith the No. 8, doubled, tie tightly each 
cross, then cut all of the yarn and half or 
nearly tw o-thirds of the cotton half way 
between the crosses, then cut all around 
the edges half way betw een th e nails, to 
get the tidy out-of the fram e and to m ake 
fringe. 
Rub lightly betw een the hands, 
and hold for a m inute or two over the spout 
of a boiling teakettle. The yarn should be 
a deep rose color or red, but they are quite 
pretty m ade with blue, w hile the cotton 
should be white, of course. For m ats and 
sm aller tidies, use sm aller fram es and 
zephyr. 
I would suggest th at Nellie Shafer try 
this for her lam p-m at, m aking tho fram e 
about seven or eight 
inches square. 
I 
th in k she would be m uch pleased w ith it. 


Wheel Work Tidy. 
M aterials, white thread, No. IO, a lead 
pencil, and a m edium sized steel hook. 
W rap the thread around the lead pencil 
about tw enty tim es, m ore if you desire the 
centre very full, then slip it all off together, 
holding it firmly, thou rill in w ith treble 
crochet as much as will hold and lie flat. 
For the second row, p ut one treble in the 
first loop, between first and second trebles, 
three chain, one treble in third loop, be­ 
tw een third and fourth trebles,continue all 
around, then break off your thread throe 
inches long, and pull the loop through. 
Make as m any of these wheels as you need, 
according to the size of your tidy, then sew 
them together bv those ends, in any de­ 
sired form. diam ond shape is very pretty, 
aud put the following border on: 
One, 
single, live treble, and one single in each 
loop,_____________ _____ 


Wheel Tidy. 
M ake nine chain and join w ith single cro­ 
chet. 
1. T hree chain, two treble, three chain, 
three treble, throe chain, three treble, three 
chain, three treble and join w ith single cro­ 
chet into the top of the chain. (The three 
chain at the beginning of every row counts 
as one treble.) 
. 
2. Three chain, four treble, five chain, five 
treble, five cham , five treble, tivechain. five 
treble, join sam e as first row. 
3. T hree chain, six treble, seven chain, 
seven treble, seven chain, seven treble, 
seven chain, seven treble and join. 
4. T hree chain, eight treble, nine chain, 
nine treble, nine chain, nine treble, nine 
chain, nine treble, join. 
The wheels are to be sewed together. Be 
sure and put the stitches into the threads 
toward the back, so as to form a ridge on 
the rig h t side. 


Quill Lace Collar. 
Cast on tw enty-four stitches. 
First row—K nit nineteen, over twice, nar­ 
row, over twice, narrow, k n it one. 
Second row—K nit three, purl one, kn it 
two, purl oue, k n it one, purl fourteen and 
turn. 
Third row —Slip one. k n it sixteen, over 
twice, narrow, over tw ice, narrow , knit one. 
Fourth row—K nit three, purl one, k n it 
two, purl one, k nit three, purl fourteen and 
turn. 
, 
F ifth row—Slip one, k n it eighteen, over 
two, narrow, over two, narrow, knit one. 
Sixth row —K nit three, purl oue, k n it two, 
purl one, k nit tw enty-three. 
Seventh row—K nit four, purl fourteen, 
k n it seven, over twice, narrow, over twice, 
narrow, knit one. 
Eighth row—K nit three, purl one, knit 
two, purl one, k nit twenty-one and turn. 
N inth row—Slip oue, purl thirteen, kn it 
fourteen. 
T enth row—Bind off eight stitches and 
kn it tw enty-three. 
W here you turn and begin the n in th row, 
be sure you do not m ake a stitch. 


Crocheted W atch Pocket. 
Use button-hole tw ist lo m atch the dress. 
Chain five stitches, join to form a ring; put 


sixteen double crochet in the ring, join; 
now put one double crochet in each or the 
preceding with one chain betw een each 
one, jo in ; now turn the wrong side to you 
and m ake scallops, the right side of the 
scallops on the wrong side of the pocket, 
there will be eight scallops when round, 
jo in ; now turn the right side to you, and put 
one double crochet in each of the preceding 
double crochets and chain stiehos, leaving 
tho scallops on the right side to turn 
tow ards the centre; now put two double cro­ 
chet in each of the preceding, w ith one 
chain between each o n e; now finish with 
sm all scallops all around, join; chain three, 
fasten in second stitch of scallop, chain 
three, etc., all around, lf this is not largo 
enough, m ake more rows of double crochet. 


Lamp and Toilet Mats. 
T ake tw elve sheets of fine tissue paper, 
double each in the m iddle crosswise, put 
tw o th u s folded together, and fold them in 
tho m iddle lengthw ise, then fold over and 
over till you have a strip about an inch 
wide. W hen you have one strip lightly 
folded, proceed w ith the other ten, folding 
two together, till you have six long strips. 
W eave these together in 
cheeker-board 
style so th a t all the ends will boof the same 
length. W hen all are even, w ith a needle 
and thread tack eueh coiner and centre 
piece securely together. 
This m akes a 
centre am ply largo for an ordinary-sized 
m at. W hen the tacking is com plete, w ith 
sharp scissors cut the doubled sides, then 
cut in tine fringes as near to the centre as 
possible. The finer tho fringe is cut the 
prettier it will look when shaken out. 
H aving cut all the ends give the fringe a 
turn through a crim per, then shake it all 
loose, rubbing it between the hands to in­ 
crease the curly appearance, lf a rainbow 
m at is desired Hie greatest num ber of colors 
to be obtained can lie used.

Chair Covers. 
These covers are m ade of coarse gray 
linen, which is lilied off into diam onds w ith 
a star in the m iddle of each diam ond. The 
goods are generally sold for kitchen table­ 
cloths. 
Divide three stars into groups of 
four, six or eight, and work each star over 
w ith worsted of different colors, taking 
care that the colors harm onize w ith each 
other. W hen all the stars are em broidered 
sew narrow black velvet ribbon over the 
lines which form the diam onds. 


Photograph Cases. 
A pretty case for cabinet photographs, 
preferred by m any to an album , is m ade 
of plush in any desired color. Nino indies 
by tw enty-six are about the right dim en­ 
sions. 
T hat is. havo an oblong piece as 
wide as the cabinet is tall, and about threo 
inches more than three tim es th e w idth of 
the picture. Line w ith satin or silk, wadded 
a little, with a little sachet powder on the 
wadding, edge w itll a silk cord w ith ends 
to tie around tho case, after it has been 
folded twice across, so as to m ake a recep­ 
tacle shaped som ething like an envelope. 


Lamp Shade. 
A shade for a round lam p globe is m ade 
of ribbon three or four inches wido. A 
piece is needed just long enough to fit easily 
around the globe after it is joined. Tho 
upper edge of the ribbon is gathered slightly 
to m ake it conform in shape to the globe. 
The lower edge is finished off w ith a border 
of antique lace.

Whisk Broom Holder. 
T ake a straw cuff and gild or bronze it; 
ornam ent it w ith a few peacock feathers, 
held in place w ith a satin ribbon bow. Add 
a ribbon to hang it up by. 


Floor Mats. 
T ake heavy pieces of woollen cloth and 
cut tongue shape, three inches long and 
tw o inches wide a t the broad end. W ork in 
coarse buttonhole stitch all around w ith 
shaded G erm antow n yarn, and then put in 
a star of some contrasting color in tho cen­ 
tre ; now take a piece of carpet for the 
centre, and sew three rows of pieces around.

N ew Yo rk. Ju ly 8.—Evidence is accum u­ 
lating that the Chinese are introducing 
their national fonds and oath-bound socie­ 
ties into tho U nited States, says tho Phila­ 
delphia correspondent of the Herald. Re­ 
cent 
assaults 
com m itted 
upon fellow- 
countrym en by Chinese tend to confirm 
such belief. W ithin tho past few weeks 
printed 
cipher circulars have been dis­ 
tributed am ong tile Chinese of P hiladelphia 
th at are unintelligible to the best Am erican 
scholars of the language, but are supposed 
to bear peculiar significance to such per­ 
sons as understand their import. They are 
printed, not w ritten, on a piece of rice 
paper four inches long by ono inch in 
width. 
An Am ericanized, naturalized Chinam an, 
nam ed John W ing, engaged in the tea 
trade in a m odest way on North N inth 
street, near Race, sheds some interesting 
light on Hie subject. Ho pronounces tile 
slip a 
veritable 
proclam ation 
of 
tile 
Yea R ing one of the most 
feared of 
all the Chinese secret alliances. W hile 
he 
frankly 
adm its 
th at 
im 
does 
not understand the characters, lie declares 
the slip to be a genuine bit of Cliineseword 
coining, tim letters being form ed by com bi­ 
nations of recognized form s which are 
readily pronounceable though antagonistic 
to tho 
m onosyllabic 
structure 
of tho 
language. 
Ho believes the card to bo 
tim work of a Shanghai scribe, basing 
the opinion on certain m arked peculiarities 
of letter form ation much affected in and 
about that city. It is tim first specimen of 
Hie Yec K ing lie lias seen since leaving 
Tien-tsin. one of the ports of Pekin, five 
years ago. He had seen the air lull of such 
circulars just before an outbreak at Foti- 
Cliou. They were often circulated by kites 
anil sm all balloons, which carried great 
quantities of tho 
T issue-P aper Proclam ation* 
aloft and released a bushel or more of them 
over a city w hen a fine silken cord, loading 
to tho hands of a conspirator, was pulled. 
As the snowy show er began to fall, people 
in 
the 
street 
stopped, 
picked 
up 
one of the scraps, glanced at 
it and 
if they com prehended 
its im port spat 
upon it and affixed it to a post or th e side of 
a house. Then they abandoned all their 
vocations and hastened to Hie central 
point previously agreed upon or indicated 
in the cipher. The utm ost publicity was 
given to these proclam ations, aud the 
phonetic sub-division of the Chinese char­ 
acters was carried to such an artful extent 
th at a properly instructed Vee Ding could 
read tho newest inscription as well as one 
w hich he had previously seen. It w as as­ 
serted, even before John W ing left China, 
that its m em bership in tho coast provinces 
aud in Cochin C hina exceeded lo,OOO,OOO 


U"Iti New York there lias been for several 
vears a secret society am ong tile Chinese 
bailing from the northern provinces,” con­ 
tinued tlie speaker. "I do not know th at it 
is tho Yee D ing; am inclined to believe th a t 
it is not. Tlie New Yorkers explain th at they 
are Chinese Freem asons. Fudge! They m ay 
lie ’free.’ hut thev are not ‘accepted.’ Tim 
New York order num bers fully 1500, how­ 
ever, out of a total Chinese population of 
perhaps 4200. 
Its m em bership is chiefly 
draw n from m en of Shanghai or the prov­ 
ince of Kiang-soo, in which tiiat port is 
located.” 
"Is Hie power of this or any sim ilar organ­ 
ization felt in the policy of C hina?” was 
asked. 
"Yes, indeed. Tile m ysterious and far­ 
reaching influence of this soeioty has been 
enlisted at various tim es by Hie directors of 
the two great trading corporations—the 
greatest com m ercial organizations of the 
globe—known as tho Sam Yap and Seo Yap. 
These powerful com panies have offices in 
San Francisco, w here their real business 
is hardly suspected, and now here outside of 
China understood. T heir com m ercial rela­ 
tions reach to tim farthest confines of Kan- 
suh and Thibet. Caravans in their service 
started last fall from valleys in tim Kuen- 
lun m ountains th at w ill not reach m arket 
before next sum m er. They ii ave correspond­ 
ence w ith every part of Asia, and their cir­ 
cular notes are good even am id th e tribes 
of the Hindoo Rush or of L ittle Bokhara. 
They deal in everything, from tea to opium 
or spices to gems. 
The E ast India Com­ 
pany was as a trading Y ankee on a Sioux 
reservation 
in 
com parison. 
W hen, 
therefore,

com pany 
like 
tim 
See 
Yap, 
itself 
tim 
con­ 
solidation 
of 
four 
widely 
extended 
corporations (as its nam e indicates), em ­ 
ploys tim Yee H tng to aid it in procuring 
favor at tim im perial court, or w ith Hie 
sm aller rulers am ong the provinces, it in­ 
dicates at once tim recognized ability of the 
secret order’s m em bership. From tho very 
fact th a t its agents w ere recruited from tim 
educated classes am lhighor castes of China, 
I doubt tim presence of any great num ber of 
Y ee H int* in the Vlilted Sir,ie*. 
"It is w ith more frankness th an discre­ 
tion, perhaps, th at I declare th at m ost of 
tim Chinam en in Am erica belong to the 
lowest orders of society a t home. It m ust 
be adm itted, however, that am bition brings 
them Imre. 
They hope by a low years

their fam i­ 
lies 
respected 
and 
w ealthy 
for 
years to come. Tho highest honors in tim 
gift of tim Em peror are w ithin reach of any 
m an.

This learning m any a poor, w retched laun­ 
drym an, toiling over tim tub or ironing- 
taole in a cellar, hopes to give to his son or 
grandson, that tm m ay start tim fam ily line 
in tim race toward tho prim e m inistry. And 
some of tl.ese dream s w ill be realized—par­ 
tially, at least ” 
"Do the secret societies interest them ­ 
selves in politics,as insom epartsof Europe, 
or are they charitable in purpose, as in this 
country? 
was next asked. 
"Politics is a trade in China, much as 
here,” was tim reply. "It m ust lie adm itted 
th at for a young nation on w hich we. with 
our 5000 years of civilization, look rath er 
cynically, tim U nited 
States 
inis made 
considerable progress in several branches 
of tim corrupting science. In my native 
land, I grieve to say, m any obnoxious 
m ethods tor influencing im perial favor are 
employed. Schem ers exist there who would 
outw it the average professional statesm en 
of tins country. 
Att Ohio congressm an 
would be beheaded before lie reached tim 
dignity of a koo-ehe or justice of the peru e. 
Since tho beginning of the French diffi­ 
culty w'itli Tonquin, for instance, couriers 
have been passing between one province 
and another of Hie Kingdom of Amiant es­ 
tablishing b r a n le s of tim Yee Htng and 
initiatingm em bfi s. < Cochin C hina is socially 
honeycombed w ith clans, and feuds of tim 
m ost im placable kind exist. M urders ascrib­ 
able to these agencies are of frequent occur­ 
rence. M anymen have brought these hatreds 
witli them aud nurse them , hourly hoping 
that when they return home they w ill have 
money enough to hire 'the rem oval’ of an 
obnoxious enem y of the fam ily to w hich lie 
belongs. W retched laundrym en, shivering 
in C herry street attics at night, count and 
recount Hie dim es in their pockets as they 
calcinate how m uch nearer Hie sum brings 
them to tlie revenge they covet and are 
about to dream of for the thousandth tim e, 
perhaps.

He may have 
been clubbed by a policeman, or cheated 
by his landlord, or had his teeth fast in a 
gutta percha m ushroom used to garnish the 
dishes at some of the north side restaurants.

"Now for 
The H istory of the Y ee l l lug. 
D uring the unhappy reign of Suen Cho 
the im perial throne was tottering. Rebel­ 
lion was fom enting in every part of Clima. 
The em peror sought allies in ali directions 
with ill success. Treachery environed him 
on all sides.

advice, and started on the return to their ' 
lonely m ountain home. 
“Before they had been gone an hour the 
treacherous Em peror sent a body of proles- 
atonal m urderers in chase, who, overtaking I 
tho straggling bands of priests only in de­ 
serted 
places, 
killed 
nearly 
every | 
m ail. 
'I he 
E m peror 
thought 
them , 
too 
brave 
aud 
powerful 
to 
live, 
and 
feared 
they 
m ight 
seek 
his 
overthrow. 
Only tw enty-eight out of the 
OOO reached their cloister, 
[’here they de­ 
cided o i a policy of revenge. They por­ 
tioned out the provinces of tho em pire 
between 
them , 
and, 
abandoning their 
seclusion forever, became w orking propa­ 
gators (if theirorder. It lost all its religious 
character. 
The beautiful, gentle teach­ 
ings of tho G autam a were cast aside. These 
m en preached fire and blued. They trav ­ 
elled on foot like Buddha ; that w asthoonly 
sim ilarity. Thus grew tho Yee Ming, until 
today its m em bers are counted by millions.

Mr*. Lucinda H oward o f North Keuding 
an d U h u t S he Itcincnibcr*. 
Living in a modest little m ansion in N orth 
Reading is Mrs. Lucinda Sheldon Howard. 
If this good lady lives till the 
7th 
of 
August, or about four weeks longer, she 
will celebrate her 102d birthday. 
Mrs. 
Howard is in good health, and is able to 
w alk about the house w ith m uch more ease 
than some persons forty years younger. 
Mrs. Howard w as born in Danvers the year 
tlie revolutionary war closed—1783—and 
rem em bers m any affairs of interest. 
She 
remembers tho death and funeral of George 
vt ashington v ery clearly. 
“ I w as then 15 years old,” she said to the 
w riter tho other day. 
"I rem em ber how 
sad a blow to the people it was when W ash­ 
ington died, and bow the folks felt.” 
‘ Do you rem em ber anything else as far 
bnck as that?" 
"I remember m any soldiers of the revo­ 
lution and was acquainted with a great 
many. 
I was brought up in Danvers and 
came here when a young woman to bo m ar­ 
ried to Mr. John Howard, and I have Jived 
in this house ever since. My husbanudied 
some veers ago. My father w ent to Con­ 
gress as clerk for Judge Holton.” 
"I'n you rem em ber F ulton’s steam boat?” 
"W hy, yes; I was of ago then. Every­ 
body was interested in it. 
Nobody be­ 
lieved such a thing could exist. W hen the 
first locomotive w as set iii motion on tlie 
Lowell railroad I went to see it.” 
Kirs. Howard has a tine m em ory and re­ 
peats poetry which she learned to say iii 
school ninety years ago. bhe rem em bers 
whan the first Sabbath school was started. 
She is slightly hard of hearing and her eye­ 
sight 
Is 
som ewhat 
im paired. 
She is, 
however, able to read large print. She 
is a great reader and is a lady of rem arka­ 
ble intelligence. Residing w ith her is a 
sister 90 years old, wflio also is a sm art 
woman. 
Between the two they do the 
housework. 
W hen asked how aho accounted for her 
longevity, she replied: 
"I think it is in the fam ily. I have two 
sons living. One is 78 and the other 78. 
Charles has been for years a prom inent 
Lawrence 
business 
m an. 
I 
havo 
a 
daughter in W ilm ington who is 72. My 
m otlier died at 95. My husband was 78 
when ho passed away. Many other m em ­ 
bers of the fam ily in days gone by have 
lived to be 70 or mo, and some more. 
"So you think this spot a healthy ono?” 
"Yes. North Heading in us who a place for 
good health. Mrs. Lucinda Parker died re­ 
cently at that house (pointing to the near­ 
est one), at tho age of 104. Many others 
have lived to bo nearly IOO. 
"Du you do anything beside look after tho 
housekeeping?” 
"Yes, a few years ago I practised at tho 
piano and took lessons, lf I had a little 
bettor uso of my hands I could play as well 
as the next one.

HER AWFUL SECRET. 


A H arpy W ife Kill* H erself, Milking 
the Thirteenth Suiride iii the Family. 
fbaltim ore (Md.) spacial In Globe-Deinocrat.] 
F ourteen years ago, in Saxe-W eimar, Ger­ 
many, the wife of Claus Boltin, a w ell-to-do 
storekeeper, com m itted suicide by hanging. 
H er fath er before her had blown his brains 
out, and F rau Bohm had on one or two oc­ 
casions expressed tho opinion that, she also 
would eventually die by lier own hand. 
Tile cause of the rash act could not be as­ 
certained, as she was liapny and tlie m otlier 
of thirteen loving children. 
Her death 
seemed to crush all desire for life from her 
husband, as throe weeks afterw ard ho 
drank prussic acid and expired in great ag­ 
ony. The thirteen children thus left friend­ 
less am i w ithout parents im m igrated to 
America. 
In tho course of tim e they be­ 
came scattered in the States, but never for­ 
got the tragic end of their parents. 
About ten years ago Mr. Richm ond Hadden, 
an oyster-paeker on Eastern avenue here, 
m et a young Germ an girl in this city who 
was supporting herself as a nursery gover­ 
ness. A fter more than a year of courtship 
lie proposed to her and was rejected, al­ 
though the young woman, whose nam e was 
Benim Bohm, adm itted th a t she was nut 
indifferent 
to 
him , 
It 
did 
not 
take 
the 
lover 
long to 
understand 
th at 
there was 
some 
reason 
for tho 
girl’s strange conduct, and after some per­ 
sistency aho told him th at she loved nim 
too well to blight his life by m arrying him. 
It seems th a t within the short space of 
four years which had elapsed since the 
tragedy in Saxe-Wei mar, twelve of tho 
thirteen m em bers of tho Bohm fam ily who 
em igrated to America had com m itted 
suicide. 
Hadden, after tho first shock, did not fail 
to eagerly com bat her resolution, and it was 
not long before ho had overcome lier scru­ 
ples. 
They wore m arried and lived hap­ 
pily, having tw o children, the oldest of 
whom is now 8 years old. 
Tho great 
family 
tragedy 
had 
become 
alm ost 
like 
a legend to 
tho 
husband 
and 
wile, who, by tacit understanding, never 
recalled it. About a year ago Mrs. Haddon 
was taken w ith typhoid fever, and although 
she recovered sufficiently to leave lier room 
she was m anifestly a changed woman, m en­ 
tally and physically. Who repeatedly sank j 
into tits of m elancholy, during which sho 
would m ournfully assure her husband th at 
she thought hor tim e was at hand. Mr. 
Hadden, w hile affecting to ridicule her 
fours, saw th a t thoro was am ple cause for 
alarm , 
He quietly instituted a careful 
watch over his wife, to whom ho was 
devotedly attached. 
This 
m orning he 
left hom e about 8.30 o’clock, to go to 
his place of business. 
Mrs. Hadden was 
then in good health, but about 11 o’clock 
she was seized w ith a tit of m elancholia. 
The colored servant sent a street boy to 
notify Mr. H adden th at his wife was ill. 
The gentlem an was absent from his office 
at the tim e, and as Mrs. H adden shortly 
ceased lier hysterical weeping the servant 
left her alone. She did not m eet Mr. Had­ 
den at the front door upon his return home, 
as usual, and ho asked for her, when 
tho 
.servant 
told 
bine of 
the 
note 
which had been sent to his office, and which 
he had never received, lie dashed up the 
stairs to his wife’s bed-chamber. W hen he 
entered his worst fears were realized. Mrs. 
Hadden lay stretched on tho door near the 
bedstead, and the roue halyards of a Fourth 
of July flag were tied around her neck and 
to the top of the hed-posL Her two-year-old 
baby was playing by the corpse.

tlie house in w hich I was liorn w ith those in 
which other em inent philanthropists and 
high-priced statesm en originated, I find | 
th a t I have no reason to com plain. N either 
of the Adamses w as born in a larger house j 
than I was, and for general tone aud eclat 
of front yard and cook-room on behind, I j 
ant led to believe th at I have tho advan- I 
togo. 
John Adams was born before John Quincy 
Adams. A popular idea seems to prevail in 
some sections of the Union th at inasm uch 
as John Q. was bald-headed ho was tho 
elder of tho tw o; but I Inquired about th at 
w hile on the ground where they were both 
horn.and ascertained from people who were 
fam iliar w ith th e circum stances th a t John 
was born first. 
John Adams was the second president of 
tho U nited States. 
Ho was a law yer by 
profession, but his attention was called to 
politics by tho passage of the stam p act in 
1705. 
He was one of tho delegates who 
represented M assachusetts in the first Con­ 
tinental Congress, and about th a t tim e he 
wrote a letter in which ho said. "Tho die is 
n o w cast; I have passed the rubicon. Sink 
or swim, live or die, survive or perish with 
my country is m y unalterable determ ina­ 
tion.” Some have expressed the opinion th at 
“the rubicon” alluded to by Mr. Adams in 
this letter was a law which lie had suc­ 
ceeded in getting Massed, hut this is not 
true. Tho idea of passing the rubicon first 
originated w ith Julius Ca sar, a foreigner of 
som e note who flourished a good deal B. C. 
In June, 1778, Mr. Adam s seconded a 
resolution, moved by Richard H enry Leo. 
th at the U nited States “are, and of right 
ought to he. free and independent.” AVhen- 
over Mr. Adams could got a chance to 
whoop for liberty now and forever, ono 
and inseparable, ho invariably did so. 
In 1790, Mr. Adams ran for president. In 
tho convention it was nip and tuck between 
Thom as Jefferson and him self, but Jeffer­ 
son was understood to be a U niversalist, or 
an U niversalist, w hichever would look tho 
best in print, and so he only got 88 votes 
out of a possible 139. In 1800, however, 
Jefferson turned the tables on him , and Mr. 
Adams only received 85 to Jefferson’s 73 
votes. 
Mr. Adams m ade a good president and 
earned his salary, though it wasn’t so m uch 
of a job as it is now'. 
W hen there w'as no 
Indian w ar in those days the president could 
put on an old bilio flannel shirt and such 
other clothes as he m ight feel disposed to 
adopt and fish for bull-headsin tho Potom ac 
till his nose peeled in tho full glaro of the 
fervid sun. 
Now it is far different. By tho tim e we 
get through w ith a president nowadays lie 
isn’t good for m uch. 
Mr. Hayes stood the 
fatigue of being president better perhaps 
than any other m an since the republic be­ 
cam e so large a m achine. 
Mr. Hayes went 
homo to Frem ont w ith his m ind ju st us 
fresh and his brain as cool as when he 
pulled up his coat tails to sit down in tile 
presidential chair. 
Tho reason why Mr. 
Hayes saved his mind, his brain and his 
salary w as plain enough w hen we stop to 
consider th a t he did not use them m uch 
during his adm inistration. 
John Quincy Adams was tho sixth presi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
U nited 
States 
and 
the 
eldest 
son 
of 
John Adams. 
Ho was 
oue of tho m ost eloquent of orators, and 
shines in history as oue of tho m ost pol­ 
ished of our em inent of our bald-headed 
Americans. AVhen lie hogan to speak, his 
round, sm ooth head, to look down upon 
it from the gallery, resem bled a nice 
new billiard ball, but as ho w arm ed up 
and 
becamo 
more 
thoroughly 
stirred 
his intellectual dome changed to a deli­ 
cate 
pink. 
T hen 
w hen 
lie 
rose 
to 
the full height of 
his eloquent flight 
and prepared to sw'oop down upon his ad­ 
versaries and carry them into cam p, it is 
said th at Ins sm ooth intellectual rink w’as 
as red as tho flush of rosy daw'n on the fifth 
day of July. 
He was educated 
botli at homo and 
abroad. T hat is the reason he was so pol­ 
ished. After he got so that he could readily 
spell 
and 
pronounce the most difficult 
words to be found in tho large stores of 
Boston, lie was sent to Europe, where ho 
acquired several foreign tongues, and got 
so th a t he could converse w ith the people of 
Europe very fluently if they w'ere fam ilial 
w ith English as silo is spoke. 
John Quincy Adams was chosen president 
by the House of Representatives, there 
being no choice in the electoral contest, 
Adams receiving 84 votes, Andrew Jackson 
99, W illiam II. Crawford 41, and Henry 
Clay 37. Clay stood in w ith Mr. Adams in 
the House of Representatives deal, it was 
said, and w as appointed secretary of state 
under Mr. Adams as a result. This may 
not be trite, but a party told mo about it 
who got it straight from W ashington, and 
he also told me in confidence th at lie m ade 
it a rule never to prevaricate. 
Mr. Adams was opposed to American 
slavery, and on several occasions in Con­ 
gress alluded to his convictions. He was in 
Congress seventeen years, and during th at 
tim e ho was frequently on his feet attend­ 
ing to little m atters in which ho felt an in­ 
terest, and when he began to m ake allu­ 
sions, and blush all over the top of his head, 
and kick the desk, and throw ink-bottles at 
the presiding officer, they say th at John 
Q. m ade 
them 
pay attention. 
Seward 
says, "w ith unw avering firmness, against a 
bitter and unscrupulous opposition, exas­ 
perated to the highest pitch by his perti­ 
nacity—auiiUst a perfect tem pest of vituper­ 
ation and abuse—he persevered in present­ 
ing his anti-slavery petitions, one by one, 
to the am ount som etim es of 200 in ono 
day.” 
As one of his em inent 
biogra­ 
phers has truly said, “John Quincy Adams 
was indeed no slouch.”

The m an departed, aud in a m om ent, as I 
was standing in the lobby, I heard a voic® 
saying lie would see me alm ost im m e­ 
diately. I was at once adm itted to the sit­ 
ting-room of his sister, who lives w ith hint. 
She inform ed me th at I should not have 
long to wait, for K ossuth’s breakfast con­ 
sisted of a tum bler of m ilk, a few' biscuits

MR. LOWELL’S MISFORTUNES. 


Ex-M inister Ia iw e l l seems to be rath er 
unfortunate since his return to his native 
shores.

He has 
been absent so many Years that ho has lost 
his pure Am ericanism . W hat seems to him 
to be that quality is a very much diluted 
article, filtrated through British sources. 
E verything looked upon by the ex-m inister 
has been seen through English spectacles 
politely and artfully adjusted by her m ajes­ 
ty ’s authorities. 
We have no doubt Mr. L o w e l l is hon­ 
estly puzzled to know' w h at expression of 
his can have created the very general 
criticism m ade throughout the 
United 
States. He probably thinks at this very 
m om ent th a t his interview given to tim 
Journal—ami which we have no doubt was 
accurately reported — contained 
nothing 
which would be objectionable to Am eri­ 
cans. He stated w hat seemed to him to be 
m ere m atters of fact, Yet every one who 
has read th at interview will agree th a t tile 
m ost loyal subject of G reat Britain could 
hardly have advanced more un-A m erican 
ideas. British flattery had entirely won 
him over to British views in everything; 
yet so cunningly had the process been 
carried on th a t he still considers him self 
tho same in feeling th a t he was when he 
sailed for tho Court of St. Jam es a num ber 
of years ago. 
Mr. L o w e l l ’s case is but another illustra­ 
tion of the correctness of J e f f e r s o n ’s idea 
that m inisters to foreign countries should 
be sent for lim ited periods only. J e f f e r ­ 


so n knew from personal experience while 
at the French capital th a t an extended ab­ 
sence from hom e caused the m inister to 
move out of line w ith Hie sentim ent, the 
changes aud tho im provem ents in his own 
country, and of consequence deprived him 
of the representative ability which one in 
such a position should have. After becom­ 
ing president ne called home several of 
our 
diplom ats 
for 
no 
other 
reason 
than 
th a t 
lie 
believed 
tho 
country 
would 
be 
better 
served 
by 
m en 
fresh from the people. The recall of J o h n 
Q u in c y A d a m s was a conspicuous illustra­ 
tion, and though Hie elder A d a m s was ex­ 
ceedingly incensed a t the time, and all his 
friends w ith him , it Is now very generally 
conceded th a t J e f f e r s o n took th e proper 
course, and th at the principle established 
was a good one. 
Had Mr. Lo v e l l been recalled some 
years ago, in accordance w ith this Jeffer­ 
sonian principle, lie would not now be so 
completely at a loss to understand why his 
present ideas m eet w ith universal disappro­ 
val am ong his fellow citizens. 


THE LITTLE CHAP WINS. 


As we predicted a few days ago. New­ 
foundland. w ith its population of less than 
200.000, has brought to its knees the Do­ 
m inion of Canada, w ith a population of 
4.000.000, on the tariff question. 
Canada said to its island neighbor, “W e’ll 
put a heavy duty on fish im ported from 
your shores; you are insignificant and will 
subm it like a good little boy.” 
“W ill I?” hissed back the sm aller gem 
in

Queen’s crown. 
"W ait a bit 
and see. I say here and now that I increase 
the duties on every barrel of flour and on 
every barrel of pork th a t you send here, in­ 
cluding several cargoes, in port; and I fur­ 
therm ore say th at American vessels may 
bring th eir goods here alm ost duty free. 
Ju st gnaw th at pile for a day or two, and 
let me know w hat you think of it as a table 
delicacy.'’ 
The answ er was not long in coming. 
Last week the Canadian governm ent tele­ 
graphed to the N ew foundland authorities: 
"W e are not porkers; we know w hen we 
have got en o u g h ; call off your dogs” ; or, to 
put it in diplom atic language, the despatch 
read: “The duties on Newfoundland fish 
are suspended for the present, to allow tim e 
for negotiation.” 
This little affair, from beginning to end, 
has been none of our particular funeral, 
but if there is anything th at an American 
likes to witness it is a trium ph of "the 
under dog in the light.”

determ ination to do a legitim ate trade, and 
was a thorough lteliever in tem perance 
principles. 
No suspicion was attached to 
him, so far as a traffic in liquor was con­ 
cerned, and he was rapidly gaining a foot­ 
hold in the com m unity into which he had 
come as a stranger. One evening a m an en­ 
tered his stole, his fram e racked w ith a 
dreadful cough and begged th a t a sm all 
ouantity of whiskey be sold him for m edi­ 
cinal use.

It was done as 
an act of hum anity, but th e next m orning 
Hie young m an found him self in th e toils 
of tho law, and his custom er of Hie night 
before had so far recoved from Atis disabil­ 
ity as to be able to appear in court and 
testify against tile m an who had technically 
broken the law to befriend him. 
The records of Hie Law and Order leag u e 
are doubtless filled w ith such cases as these, 
w ritten w ith virtuous pride. But the world, 
which protends to less piety, but which 
weighs Hie actions of m en in an unerring 
scale, is wont to call -those deliberate 
tem ptations to crim e, a com pounding of 
felony, and can see no consistency in that 
phase of m oral endeavor w hich does 
a 
m axim um of wrong w ith the hope of ex­ 
tracting therefrom a m inim um of good. 


TIMID FRENCH REFORMERS. 


Tim program m e or "platform -’ of the 
French M oderate Republicans will sink'* 
m ost people as a very conservative soh?' 
for national policy. The dom inant spirn 
m ilitarism which crushes the life out of the 
nations of Europe is aim ed at just a little, 
as if the blow cam e from mon anxious for a 
change, but tim id iu their m anner of ex­ 
pression. A little easing of Hie term of ser­ 
vice in tile arm y, w hich claim s all the youth 
of France, by a slight reduction of 
its 
length, is demanded. 
More im portant, and yet equally tim id, is 
the compromise sought betw een church aud 
state. Instead of insisting ou the absolute 
divorcem ent of church and state, the Mod­ 
erates content them selves w ith fulm inating 
against the clericalism w hich, they say, 
"under the m ask of religion, is really a 
union of all the factions hostile to the re­ 
public.” 
G uaranteeing freedom of con­ 
science sounds well, and tho destruction of 
clericalism may be the object sought, but 
the docum ent which purports to explain 
the principles of the M oderate Republicans 
is too weak to be of any effect. It is not 
by such parties th at reform s are brought 
about. 
I.ast comes a dem and for a cessation of 
the “policy of adventure.” The M oderates 
may be honest, but such half-hearted oppo­ 
sition will never cause the w ithdraw al of 
French troops from Amiant, w hich, by the 
"policy of adventure,” is now a French pos­ 
session; nor induce peace in M adagascar; 
nor will it prevent public opinion from 
eulogizing M. T a l l a n d i k r . who wears the 
badge of the Legion of Honor, because in 
the sam e spirit of reckless adventure he suc­ 
cessfully bulldozed E ngland and Egypt, 
and cam e out right side up.

SPOTTERS. 


D uring the past week an episode has oc­ 
curred in one of our courts which has been 
differently interpreted by those opposed to 
and by those favoring the peculiar methods 
of the Law and O rder League. A candid 
perusal of the tex t of Judge A l d r ic h ’s re­ 
m arks leaves, in tile thinking m ind, no 
doubt of his real m eaning, and it is cer­ 
tainly surprising th a t men are found who 
affect to believe th a t a reflection upon the 
intelligence or integrity of Hie jurym en was 
intended. It is m ore than surprising that 
men, some of whom believe th a t their 
m ethods are designed to prom ote the pub­ 
lic good, should allow their zeal for the 
cause to outw eigh th eir own m oral sense. 
The decision of Judge A l d r ic h and some 
of the lessons to be draw n therefrom have 
already been considered in these columns. 
But is it not fully tim e that an appeal was 
made to the m oral sense of tho people, and 
the obliquity of 
Hie system known as 
"spotting’' shown in all its heinousness? 
Til is appeal should be made, not in the in­ 
terest of the liquor-dealers nor of politi­ 
cians, but iii Hie interest of all w ho are con­ 
cerned for the trium uh of the highest Mo­ 
rality. 
It is a favorite m axim witli those who 
favor the system of liquor spotting that we 
should “tig!i1 the devil with his own weap­ 
ons.” Tliis saying is often quoted by most 
excellentC hristian people with apparentsin- 
cerity. But little thought is given to the 
real m eaning of these words and to w hat 
is 
im plied 
by 
the term “the 
devil’s 
I weapons.” Borne of these weapons, out of 
j the m any, are deceit, false-witnessing and 
] tem ptation. 
T hat tile first two of these have been 


I openly and flag ran t^ em ployed, is evident­ 
ly the belief of the jury. But, heinous as is 
the crim e of perjury, it lias its equal iii 
tem ptation to crim e, which is not infre­ 
quently th ru st before those who would not 
j otherwise be inclined to break the law.

So the chances of “sm ashing the M alidi” 
will depend on the political complexion of 
tile next B ritish governm ent, unless the 
Malidi, as is m ost unlikely, sizzles out 
when left alone, or, w hat is more likely, 
carries the w ar into lower Egypt, and gives 
the British troops now posted on the fron­ 
tier quite enough to do w ithout dream ing of 
K hartoum .

T hat 
object was to secure the passage by Parlia­ 
m ent of a law for the bettor protection of 
women and children. Such a law was under 
discussion in Parliam ent, but was likely to 
be defeated, because it was claim ed that 
there was no public dem and for it.

Clean streets, yards, lanes and alleys; light 
eating—tw o m eals per day w ith a light 
lunch betw een; no ferm ented liquors; the 
use of vegetables only w hen good, fresh 
and fully ripe; avoidance of cucum bers 
altogether; m eats iii m oderation, but not as 
a daily diet; clean bodies, light clothing, 
clean houses, cleanliness everywhere. 


THE TERRIBLE SCOURGE. 


The facts sent hom e from M arseilles by 
Consul M a s o n , concerning Asiatic cholera, 
possess not only a m elancholy interest; they 
em brace features which may become posi­ 
tively valuable. Concerning Hie nature of 
Hie disease and its ways of working, the 
consul says: 
Leaving aside all m erely abstract theories con­ 
cerning the origin of the discase or its precise 
point of attack upon th e system , it Is im portant 
to observe th a t Its sym ptom s and m ethods of at­ 
tack differ greatly in neighboring cases during 
the la m e epidem ic. 
Som etim es preceded by 
diarrhoea, th e oliolera develops only a fte r several 
days 
of

illness. 
Again, 
it 
strikes 
its 
victim s 
w hile 
asleep, after 
apparently perfect h ea lth ; in one case it pro­ 
duces 
profuse vom itings aud 
dejections, in 
an o th er n eith er of these sym ptom s. One victim 
is stricken w ith intense chills, suppression of 
urine, loss of voice, and violent cram ps, w hile 
an o th er feels only a jeiiuful com press on of tile 
ch est; here a case begins w ith violent sym ptom s, 
| w hich soon yield to tre a tm e n t; th ere another, 
w hich, from a m ild and nearly painless begin­ 
ning, proceeds 
irresistibly 
to 
com plications 
w hich result In death, 
in its choice of vic­ 
tim s cholera is most precise and d a tinite. W ith 
rare exceptions they belong to one of tile four 
follow ing classes of persons: Those who live 
nuder bad hygienic conditions in respect to food 
I and lodgings; those w ho a re im prudent in re­ 
spect to cating, d rin k in g aud exposure; those 
j who are w eakened and debilitated by alcoholic 
I excesses, and those who suffer from cliroulc di­ 
gestive w eaknesses or derangem ent. 
As the chances are great th at the cholera 
will be brought to this side of the Atlantic, 
the hints contained in the closing sentence 
above quoted lucy, if acted upon, save 
m any a one who would certainly bo at­ 
tacked if exposed to the contagion to­ 
day.

Stanley, an 
inm ate of the hospital at W ard’s Island, 
yesterday gave the following account of the 
m arriage of Charles A. Libby, the m an who 
April last m ysteriously disappeared from 
his hom e in Chicago, and whoso wife com­ 
m itted suicide last May, after searching In 
vain for her husb an d: 
“ I have been deeply pained,” said Mr. 
Stanley, “to hear of the m isfortunes which 
have overtaken poor Libby. I first m ethtni 
tw elve years ago. It was at Bingham ton. 
lie was a rem arkably engaging m an and a 
fine whist player. Seven years ago I m ot him 
again in this institution, which was then 
an asylum for inebriates. 
We were fellow- 
boarders and the same trouble affected us 
both. He had been on a protracted spree 
and cam e here to get over its effects. He 
had scarcely any clothes. 
I rigged him 
out. Am ong the nurses was a Miss Nellie 
Tompkins. She was an exceedingly sym­ 
pathetic 
soul. 
I 
introduced 
Libby to 
her. 
She 
attended him, and lie fell 
in love w ith her. 
She was a sister of 
one of the physicians on the stuff. It was. 
in fact, only a few weeks after lie first m et 
lier th at Libby becam e engaged to hispretty 
nurse. He had no money, but his friends 
w ere rich. 
He left the hospital, aud 
Miss Tom pkins gave 
up 
her 
position 
at the sam e tim e. They were m arried 
in New York. Six weeks afterw ards I m et 
him . He was very sedate and cautioned 
me to be a good boy. I never saw him 
afterw ards. I don’t believe he is dead. He 
m ay have been on a ‘bender,’ and may be 
working it off in some such institution as 
this.”

Captain Coadie 
tolls a th rillin g story of being tw ice ship­ 
wrecked 
The Em ily Raymond was from Greenock 
to Sydney, C. B. Ju ne 7 she encountered a 
terrific gale, which continued until the 
vessel was a total wreck. 
At m idnight. 
Ju n e IO, tile wind blew a hurricane, and 
the sea sw ept over the vessel. The top­ 
m asts, 
yards 
and 
m asts 
cam e 
down 
in one general wreck, sm ashing rails, 
stanchions aud boats. By night there was 
not a sail left; the w ater tanks, hatches 
and part of bulw arks were gone: the cargo 
had sh ifted : tho cabin, forecastle and gal­ 
ley were full of w ater ami the ship was 
com pletely a t the mercy of the sea. Three 
out of a crew of seven were disabled ami 
all hands had given up hope. 
The crew 
was subsisting on hard-taek and water, and 
there were only ten gallons of w ater left. 
In this condition they rem ained for two 
days, w hen the Norwegian barquo Frithjof 
of Tonsberg hove in sight and finally suc­ 
ceeded in tak in g off th e Raym ond's crew. 
Tho F rithjof was bound to Quebec in bal­ 
last. Fifteen dayR after rescuing the Ray­ 
m ond’s crew she ran ashore at Cape Ballard, 
N ewfoundland, during a dense fog, and be­ 
cam e a total wreck, but both crews were 
saved after great exposure and danger.

A DUEL IN THE DARK 


Sailor Ben’s Dash to Save 
the Ship Sharon. 


How They Caught tho Crew lapping and 


Finally Captured the Vessel. 


Treading Water in Swarms of Fero­ 
cious Sharks. 


rNew York Pun.] 
"Did I ever tell yon about the way Ben 
Clough saved tho w haleship S haron?’’ said 
a ship broker, form erly a sailor, as he sat 
Hie other day in his cosy office on the East 
river 
w ater 
front. 
“ Ben was 
a New 
Bedford sailor and shipped as third m ate 
out of his hom e port in 1841. 
I was be­ 
fore 
the 
m ast 
as 
a 
youngster 
in 
the 
same 
ship. 
W e 
had 
a 
fairish 
run 
of 
luck 
for 
tho 
first 
year, and on tho 15th of October the 
next year put into Ascension for wood, 
w ater and recruits. We got our supplies, 
but instead of increasing our crew eleven 
men deserted, and on the 27th we sailed 
away for Port Jackson, having only seven­ 
teen m en on hoard, including four natives 
'of the King s Mills group and a Dago boy 
nam ed Manuel. 
We w ere out a little over 
a week when tile lookout reported a school 
of w hales on the lee how, and Captain Norris 
ordered out two boats, leaving no one on 
board except himself, three of the islanders, 
and the boy Manuel. The boat I was in 
m ade fast to a whale after an exciting 
chase, and we soon had it spouting blood, 
for Ben Clough, who was acting as the 
m ate’s steersm an, was a m aster hand at 
the lance, and the m ate was no slouch at 
giving orders. Tho ship soon ran down to 
us and we made the whale fast alongside 
and then away we wont for another whale. 
We had pulled about a m ile ami a half away 
when Mr. Sm ith, the m ate, w ho had just 
looked at the ship, said: 
" ‘W hat’s tho m atter with the ship?’ 
"All hands stopped rowing to look. The 
m aintopgallant sail was com ing down on 
the run, some one was aloft and the ship 
was yawing around as ii she was trying to 
sail throe ways at once. W hile we looked 
we saw' the signal hauled down to half- 
mast, and then we laid ourselves to the 
oars and pulled for tho ship. We w ern’t 
over tw enty m inutes getting w ithin hail of 
her. Manuel was in the m aintop throw ing 
Ids arm s around wildly and shouting that 
Hie 
islanders had 
killed 
the 
captain. 
Ju st then a big native, 
stark naked, 
jum ped 
on 
the 
rail 
w ith 
a 
cut­ 
ting 
spade in 
his 
hand 
and danced 
about in a wild way to show us th at he 
w asn’t afraid of us. 
We could see that his 
com panions had stacked up axes and all 
sorts of weapons and tools at both rails 
ready to keep us off . There w asn’t a gun 
or a pistol in our boat, and as tho savages 
were above us they had a great advantage. 
P retty soon tho l’ellow on the rail spoke to 
tile native th at was in our boat, but was 
answered with a shake of the head. In­ 
stantly jum ping to the deck, 
l i e T h r e w t h e C o o k ’s A xe 
w ith such precision th at the native in our 
boat had to dodge, and even then got a slit 
cut in tile back of ins shirt. The axe was 
followed by a heavy bone belaying pin, 
w hich was shattered to pieces on the rail 
of our boat. Ben Clough had darted his 
lance at the fellow twice, but the warp was 
too short to reach the distance, and we 
found it more com fortable to consider the 
ease at lunger range. Bon w anted to pull 
in, hut Sm ith was too cautious. 
“To prevent accidents in a case of a flaw 
of wind, the m ate told Manuel to cut t he 
sheets and halyards on the fore and main, 
so that the sails would hang Happing, but 
when Ben Clough w anted tile fore-royal 
stay cut so that it would drop over into the 
w ater and give him som ething by which he 
could clim b to the jibboom. kite boy had 
got so badly tuckered out that he couldn’t 
do it. It was 3 o’clock w hen w e first saw 
the trouble on bourd, and we finally waited 
for night to come to enable Ben Clough to 
try a plan which lie proposed. It would 
have been better if we had w aited until 
m idnight, hut Mr. Sm ith had to use his 
authority even to keep the m an from plung­ 
ing into the w ater and shinning up the cut­ 
water. M ealtim e tlio sharks had corno 
around for the dead 
whale th at was 
alongside, and were streaking through 
tim 
w ater 
and 
m aking 
a 
great 
stir 
to 
leeward. 
W hen 
night 
tiad 
fully come Eton took a knife 
in 
his 
m outh and slipped over the stern of tho 
boat, which was then just beyond tho end 
of the jibboom. Ho did 110$ dare to strike 
out lest the stir in the w ater should attract 
tho attention of tho w atchful savages, so 
he trod witter slowly tow ard the stern of 
the ship. 
Two big sharks cam e around, 
but did not seem to understand the vertical 
figure in the water, and gave him no oc­ 
casion to use his knife. It was nearly two 
hours before he ended his suspense by div­ 
ing under the ship’s quarter and com ing up 
alongside of the rudder. Then he easily 
reached the open cabin window and craw led 
inside. Here ne stripped him self, so that iii 
case of a tussle w ith tim savages 
they 
would have nothing to get hold of, and then 
he hunted ut) tim m uskets. Two only were 
in order to load, arid w hen charged were put 
at the foot ot the cabin stairw ay. It was ab­ 
solutely dark in the cabin, but he managed 
to get his work done. W hile getting a cut­ 
lass lie heard a footstep on tim cabin stairs, 
and the next m inute som ething knocked 
over the arm s standing at tim foot of the 
stairway. Ben, w ith his cutlass in hand, 
crawled over th a t way, saw the dim out­ 
line of the savage against tim sky over the 
companionway, and plunged tim cutlass 
through that outline. As lie drew it out tim 
savage seized the blade, and then began a 
desperate struggle for its possession. The 
savage, although desperately wounded, was 
a powerful man. Grasping the weapon witli 
both hands, he tw isted the blade around, 
cutting Ben’s right palm to the bone. But 
when Im closed in lo throw Ben he m ade a 
m istake, Ben had him 
Ou t h e F l o o r la \ o T i m e 
and one eye gouged out, and was sawing 
his neck w ith the dull blade of the cutlass 
in a vain effort to cut his head off’. Finally 
the savage ceased to struggle and Ben arose, 
supposing bis opponent dead. No sooner 
had ho done so than the savage jum ped up, 
cutlass in hand, but he was too much ex­ 
hausted by the loss of blood to do more than 
strike one or two blows th at did but little 
harm . 
“Although the two men never uttered a 
cry during the light, the sound of tim con- 
tiiet m ust have attracted tim attention of 
one of the savages on deck.

Some 
of the sailors w anted. to. pitch him over­ 
board, but Ben w^ouWn tallqyfut* We landed 
him at Port Jackson, and lie was hanged for 
m utiny.” 
“W hat did the owners say?” 
“Thev were about as well pleased with 
Ben’s bravery as anybody you ever saw. 
We m ade a very profitable voyage, any­ 
how. and tho owners used the money to lay 
the keel of a new ship, of which they made 
Ben the captain ami part owner. He sailed 
her m any years and was very successful.”

FIGHTING AND RUNNING. 


A Disastrous Week in the 
Wilderness. 


Terrible Slaughter on Both Sides— Gal­ 


lant Conduct Under Fire. 


a Fatal Ripple of Fire Running 
Along the Line of Bine. 


[G eneral Jam es L. Bowen in Philadelphia Times.1 
The movem ent from the w inter camps 
along the Bapidan bogan soon after night* 
fall of tire 3d of May. but as the plan of 
Biarcli directed the Sixth Corps to follow* 
the Fifth, the form er obtained a few hours' 
lleep, the bugles calling them u p at 2.HO. 
The colum n began to move w ith early light, 
• m arching rapidly to the crossing of tho 
Rapidan at G erm ania Ford, sixteen m iles 
from the camp at Brandy Station. As it 
was the first m arch of tho season there was 
m any a blistered foot and exhausted sol­ 
dier, as the day proved quite sultry. Tho 
Sixth Corps crossed the bridges soon after 
noon, and w hen the rear was well across 
w ent into bivouac for the night, the Thirty- 
seventh having advanced some three m iles 
south of the river. T he m arch was re­ 
sum ed at c o’clock of the m orning of til© 
6th by the Sixth Corps, and the colum n 
m oved forward slowly till noon, when th© 
vicinity of th e W ilderness Tavern was 
reached. 
H ancock’s lines were pushed forward in 
th e hope of w eakening the resistance to 
G etty. 
They found everyw here tile same 
strong front, from which they recoiled 
shattered and 
bleeding. 
A continuous 
stream of wounded men poured to the rear, 
and the Thirtv-so'venth. though not en­ 
gaged. soon lost not less than a dozen men 
from the dropping m usket shots. Among 
the num ber was Captain 
Hayden, shot 
through the thigh. 
Corporal Church, of 
Company G. was killed on observation duty 
near the skirm ish line. 
Night put an vim 
to the fighting with no advantage to either 
side in this quarter. 
Late in the afternoon it was attem pted to 
ensure connection and some degree of co­ 
operation between the 
scattered Union 
forces, by directing General W adsworth to 
m ove Ins division 
of the 
Fifth Corps 
through the forest tow ard the plank road, 
and 
Strike H ill's Command on tho Flank 
in concert w ith H ancock’s attack. 
The 
m ovem ent was accom plished w ith great 
difficulty, and it w as dark before the desig­ 
nated position was reached. Finding him ­ 
self in the vicinity of the enem y. General 
W adsw orth halted his com m and for the 
night, the tw o lines being so close together 
th a t representatives of each looking for 
w ater in the darkness wandered into the 
other and were m ade prisoners. There was 
little m ovem ent during the night. Troops 
sim ply could not be handled in th at abom ­ 
inable jungle in the d ark n ess; but General 
Burnside,w itii tile N inth Corps, was ordered 
up to till the gap between H ancock and 
W arren, and th e order to each corns com­ 
m ander was sim ply to attack along the en­ 
tire line at 5 o'clock n e ft m orning. 
At the right Lee anticipated the m ove­ 
m ent by him self attacking Sedgwick and 
W arren, and Burnside, for some reason, did 
not attack till afternoon. 
Not so w ith 
Hancock. At the appointed m om ent his 
troops were launched 
against 
the foe, 
though his line at tile left was ham pered 
and held back by the expectation th a t 
L ongstreet or a portion of His com m and 
m ight come up the Brock road to fall upon 
th e Federal left Hank. Pivoting upon the 
left,therefore, the Second Corps, w ith the 
o th er com m ands which had been Attached 
to it, swung forward its right, covering the 
im portant plank road. Here General Bir- 
ney of the Third Division. Second Corps, 
was iii com m and, his own division, sup­ 
ported by G etty's three brigades (now com­ 
m anded by G eneral Neill, Getty having 
been wounded the previous afternoon), 
m oving along both sides of the plank road. 
In this attack E ustis’ brigade formed the 
third or fourth line. A lter stubborn resist­ 
ance the 
Confederates (Save W ay E veryw here 
In Birney’s front and a considerable ad­ 
vance was m ade and held, though his left 
gas pressed hack from its farthest i»oint. 


i t the same tim e General W adsw orth’s di­ 
vision. com ing down from the north, forced 
Its way across m front of the Second Corps 
to the plank road, faced in the line of the 
general advance and drove the enem y still 
further nark. Ii was the critical m om ent 
of the battle. 
H ill’s corps was in great 
peril, blit I adore the advantage could he fol­ 
lowed up it became necessary, owing to the 
nature of the ground, to m ake a com plete 
readjustm ent of the Union lines. Tile men 
were scattered’and m ingled in almost inex­ 
tricable confusion; officers were w ithout 
com m ands, detached 
knots and 
groups 
struggled here and there, the whole ex­ 
panse swarm ed with fugitives pressing not 
from, hut toward the enem y. 
It was no 
trilling task to gather commands, form 
lines, establish connections and put tho 
forces in condition 
for effective work. 
W hile tiiis was being done the Confederates 
were reinforced by two of Longstreet’s fresh 
divisions. 
Hancock, strengthened by Stevenson’s 
division OI the N inth Corps, which, w ith 
W adsworth’s, was now placed form ally 
tinder his com m and, attem pted a further 
advance. By th at tim e Longstreet was iii 
position, and though Biruey, Mott 
and 
W adsworth 
fought 
their divisions gal­ 
lantly, there were held in check bv the 
firm lines which they encountered. 
While 
th e battle was still raging fiercely, and 
when the Federal troops had nearly ex­ 
pended 
their 
am m unition, 
they 
were 
struck in the Hank by five brigades which 
Longstreet hail moved around to the un­ 
finished railroad and thence nearly due 
north, 
com ing 
first 
upon 
M ott’s two 
brigades,, which crum bled at the shock. 
vgi... 
____ 
________ 
________ ___ 
Before W adw orth’s brigades were prepared 
for this new trial the wave swept over 
upon them aud they, too, unable to hold 
their ground, 
Felt Hack In Confusion 
tow ard the Brock road, throw ing other 
troops into disorder. 
E ustis’ brigade w as com ing up in column 
of regim ents at this m om ent, when General 
W adsworth, seeking for some force to stay 
the disaster, rode to the Thirty-seventh, 
which was in front, and directed a charge 
against the exultant Confederates. Colonel 
E dw ards received th e order, moved ais 
regim ent by the right Hank till it stood full 
in the path of tile victorious legions, when, 
facing the terrible work before it, the frail 
line heard undism ayed the order to charge 
ten tim es its own num ber. W ith a cheer 
and a dash, as one m an the gallant battal­ 
ion threw itself against the advancing foe. 
The rem ainder ol the brigade halted. 
At 4 o’clock th at afternoon H ancock’s 
position was heavily attacked, but alter ob­ 
stinate fighting the assailants were repulsed 
at all points, and th at ended the engage­ 
m ent iii th at p art of the Held. Ju st after 
this conflict ceased a savage blow was de­ 
livered on the Hank of the Sixth Corps, 
which broke Shaler’s and Seym our's bri- 
gades, and those officers, with a large m im ­ 
er of their men, were taken prisoners. 
G eneral Sedgwick, ably seconded by General 
W right, com m anding the First Division, 
succeeded in restoring order and re-estab­ 
lishing his lines, after which the detached 
brigades were recalled. Eustis', w ith tile 
others, spent m ost of th e night in w orking 
its way through the maze. 
As darkness came on the brigade com­ 
pleted the works upon which the available 
m en had been laboring for some tim e, and 
th e exhausted fellows dropped upon the 
ground to eat a few m outhfuls and antici­ 
pate a tolerable n ig h t’s rest, when th e sharp 
order to ’ B ackup everything and fall in, 
lively!” gave sufficient w arning th a t the 
n ig h t was to be devoted to m arching in- 
atead of to sleet). The m ovem ent toward 
Bpottsylvania had begun, and tedious be­ 
yond all power to describe w as th e experi­ 
ence of tliat night. The m arch was alow, 
with m any halts. At every stop the men 
would fall asleep: it was alm ost impossible 
to keep aw ake while travelling, and they 
w ere roused 
w ith extrem e difficulty in 
m any cases. 
Tire E xtrem e Nervous (Strain 
bad m ade sad havoc w ith Hie self-control of 
m any, and th e slightest unexpected noise 
seem ed alm ost to create a panic. 
W ith a brief h alt for rest E ustis’ brigade 
w as form ed in support of C'rawlord’s divi­ 
sion of th e 
F ifth Corps, charging the 
enem y’s position aud m aking the m ost suc­ 
cessful effort of tile day o u tlie part of the 
U nion arm s. D uring th at night the T hirty, 
seventh lay in th e fro n t line. w ith a largo 
detail o u t as skirm ishers, and till the l ith 
they were incessantly under lire. On the 
lith—th a t sad day w hich witnessed the fall 
>f Hie noble Sedgw ick, com m anding tho 
Sixth 
Corps—G eneral E ustis was trans­ 
ferred to an o th er com m and, and Colonel 
Edwards took tile com m and of the brigade, 
a b id i he beld, except when detailed to 
more im portant positions, till th e close of 
ihe war. 
Tow ard n ig h t of th e I Itll the second divis­ 
ion was relieved from th e rifle-pits in front 
of th e e n e m y where it had been doing duty 
and mussed in an open h eld to the left of 
th eir Conner position. 
T here alm ost the 
first com fortable n ig h t’s rest for a week 
wa* enjoyed, despite a jiersistent. storm 
w hich continued through th e w hole night. 
T he com ing of th e first light of daw n w as 
th e signal fo r a terrible crash of battle in 
th e im m ediate front, and a t once th e six th 
Corps troops began to g et u n d er 
ah a 


uproar cam e from H ancock’s successful at­ 
tack upon Johnson’s division, which 
so 
nearly annihilated th a t tine Confederate 
organization ami gave the Union com m and­ 
ers a Is ult the flrst substantial encourage­ 
m ent during the series of sanguinary en­ 
gagem ents thus far fought, (treat as had 
w en the initial success it was soon found 
th a t Hancock not only could penetrate no 
further, but th a t his troops, having become 
badly confused, m ust he extricated and re­ 
formed. The Sixth Corps was accordingly 
called upon to hold w hat he had already 
gained. 
, , 
It was 4.30 when the bugles sounded 
the call, and an aide from General W right 
announced th at 
The B rlg sd r First E nder Arms 
w ould 
move 
im m ediately. 
E dw ards’ 
brigade was first in m otion, and m oving 
to the left till near the L andrum house, 
it advanced to th e edge of the clearing in 
front of the entrenchm ents in dispute. 
T here the brigade was form ed in a single 
line, the Thirty-seventh Kegirm nt on the 
left and the le n til M assachusetts on the 
right. The object of the brigade was to oc­ 
cupy and hold part of the fam ous “A ngle,” 
th e struggle for the possession of w hich 
form s such a b lo o d y chapter in the history 
of tho war. 
Moving up the partially cleared slope 
under a deadly lire which swept tho entire 
region, com ing from one could scarcely say 
where, E dw ards’ com m and, connected w ith 
the Excelsior Brigade of M ott’s division of 
the Second Corps, took position against the 
outer face of the recently captured Confed­ 
erate entrenchm ents. 
These works were 
built of logs, strengthened w ith an em bank­ 
m ent of dirt, and having a “head-log” ut 
tho top to protect the heads of tho defend­ 
ers while delivering their tire through tho 
crevice beneath it. They were thus about 
equally available for defence iii either direc­ 
tion. 
Scarcely had the T hirty-seventh taken 
position when tho Hrst of the desperate 
eiforts of the enem y to regain possession of 
their lost works was m ade. A division in 
three lines sw ept forward m agnificently, 
their approach covered bya ravine till they 
were w ithin a very short distance. A ripple 
of tire ran along the line of blue and the 
battle front of gray m elted 
away into 
broken fragm ents, which scram bled back 
into tile ravine, leaving the ground strew n 
w ith their dead and disabled. But the de­ 
term ination of madness seemed to possess 
the Southern generals. Again and again 
were th eir solid colum ns pushed into the 
fatal angle, only at each renew ed effort to 
be sent back in disorder, leaving more and 
more of th eir bravest dead upon the scene, 
till th e slain actually lay piled on each 
o t h e r ,

Some of them are like 
particles of dust; others spread out to a size 
and strength to compar© w ith iiawsers, 
though they don’t look m uch like hawsers. 
T here are m any curious and interesting 
things to bo told of seaweeds, and the num ­ 
ber of people who would m ake a study of 
such vegetation would he m uch greater 
than it is if w riters on the subject would 
give nam es to the plants which could be re­ 
m em bered w ithout an intim ate knowledge 
of L atin. Thus, to begin w ith tho sm allest 
plants, it is assert (I th a t the

got 
its 
nam e 
from 
the 
prodigious 
quantity 
of

sm all red 
plant 
th at 
spreads over the 
w ater under certain 
circum stances. 
A m uch more 
common 
variety of the m arine plants is found in 
great quantities around the coast of the 
British islands. In Ute streets of Edinburgh 
you will Vee tho venders going up aud down 
crying, ‘Dulse and rankle.’ 
They carry 
great hunches of the dull red leaves, which 
are sold for food. They are on sale in this 
country to a lim ited extent, and th e taste is 
not at all had. Usually you w ill find a m ul­ 
titude of m inute shell Ash clinging to the 
under side of the leaf, and these give a Ha­ 
ver to the leaf thai is greatly liked. The 
leaves are eaten either raw or cooked as 
greens or In soups. They are also used in 
place of tobacco. 
The sm oke of a cigar 
rolled from dulse leaves is pleasant and 
healthful. 
A very abundant sort of weed found in 
various forms alm ost all over the world is 
the bladder w rack. It is 
Diitlnituiihpd by Its Long A n n i 
or fronds, as the botanists call them , which 
are supported in tile w ater by air bladders. 
T here is a legend th at a great m any years 
ago a crew ?f shipw recked sailors built a 
tire of this weed, w hich they found along 
shore. W hen 
the 
lire 
had 
died 
out 
they 
found a 
dark 
cake 
w here 
the 
ashes should have been, and in w onder car­ 
ried it away w ith them . A chem ist found 
th a t the cake was a valuable soda, and 
form ed a company to dig pita and burn the 
weed to obtain this soda, w hich bore the 
nam e of kelp. Tho poor w orking people 
along shore could not understand this new 
m ethod of handling the weed they used for 
m anuring their fields. The thick black 
smoko which rose from the pits was foul, 
and the company, like modern com panies 
engaged in useful occupations, was brutally 
careless of the feelings of the people 
around its works, so tile people rose up 
and destroyed the pits. Arrests and suits 
followed, and learned counsel told learned 
jurists th at the suffocating sm oke woald 
destroy the sheep and cattle of the neigh­ 
borhood, drive the Ash from the coasts, and 
create ail epidem ic am ong the populace. 
But they were m istaken. W hen the people 
got to know more about it 20,ODO people en­ 
gaged in the O rkneys alone in gathering 
the weed th a t cam e to be called kelp, and 
the Orkney m an in a foreign land grew 
hom esick when he recalled the wild crags 
of his native coast and the rocks th at cov­ 
ered the beach when the tide was low, for 
he saw a picture of old com rades stepping 
from rock to rock cutting the long fronds of 
kelp from their roots, while women and 
children, with song and jest and laughter, 
gathered tile harvest into heaps. 
To illustrate flow and where this weed 
grows I can tell you an incident. Many 
years ago engineers undertook tile job of 
building a lighthouse on a rock at the 
m outh of the F rith of Forth. The rock was 


form of a glue. It is used for a variety of 
purposes, but chiefly in place of glass to 
form , w ith the aid of bamboo slats, Hip 
queer little lozenge-sh aped windows of 
their houses. They m ake lanterns of it aud 
use it as glue generally, not forgetting to 
m ix a little of it as sizing w ith the silks 
they soil to tile W estern barbarians. 
No one can talk of seaweed w ithout 
referring to a class of m arine anim a) life 
th a t is out one rem ove from the vegetable 
kingdom . I m ean the polypes. All varieties 
of polypes have a body like a baq surround­ 
ing a cylindrical stom ach, which opens in 
a wide m outh at tile top. From the lips 
there grows a fringe of long tentacles th at 
are alm ost invisible as they spread out in 
and move iii tile water. 
B ut as the tiny 
Ash and crustaceans which form iheir food 
come w ithin reach the tentacles close in 
w ith resistless grasp, piercing the vic­ 
tim s with m inute needles, poisoning them 
w ith an acid liquid and hurrying them into 
the gaping m outh. There are called the 
lowest forms of anim al life. They have no 
nerves, and therefore sustain no shocks. 
T heir tenacity of life is such th a t they can 
stand freezing or scalding w ithout m aterial 
change, w hileif a partis am putated another 
grows iii its place. 
They seldom move 
troni the places of their birth. They have 
no occasion to do so. for theiri'ood comes to 
them in endless quantities. They are never 
in want. They dwell in the cool, inviting 
depths of the ocean. They are w ithout pain 
aud w ithout sorrow.

about tw enty by sixty feet large, and was 
bare only at tile lowest ebb of spring tides. 
At ordinary low tides it could be seen by 
the venturesom e near the surface like

w ith long hair th a t waved up and down 
in tho w ater. 
'Hie flrst season’s work 
of the m en sufficed only to clear 
and 
level 
th e 
surface 
of 
the 
rock. 
In 
Novem ber th e work was abandoned, and 
not until the 1st of May did the w eather 
m oderate so that they could begin again. 
W hen they got to the rook on their Ii rat 
trip they found th at the surface which thev 
had left clean and level was a mass of rank 
vegetation as long and luxuriant as th a t 
winch they had found when they flrst be­ 
gan work. And yet the force of the waves 
which dashed against th a t rock was such 
that pieces of granite were shattered and 
great iron bars were tw isted apart like pine 
sticks. 
The rocky shores of the coasts of Europe 
are fam ous for their luxuriant grow ths of 
seaweed. One variety is known as Lucky 
M inny’s lines. The arm s or fronds grow to 
a length of forty feet. W hen outer I ark and 
gelatinous filam ents are rem oved the frond 
is found to be composed of a single filam ent 
like a thread of silk, th a t grows iii a coil, 
form ing a tube, the edges of the filam ent 
adhering to each other. This is uncoiled by 
the coast people, and w hen braided up in 
four-ply cord. m akes a fish line of extraor­ 
dinary strength. 
Do you happen to carry a pocket knife 
w ith a buckhorn handle? 
Ah, it is of Eng­ 
lish m ake. too. It is a very good knife, but 
th at handle is as innocent of buckhorn as a 
leadpencil is of lead. 
The rough sides, 
which every one m ust adm ire, are m ade of 
pieces of seaweed th at is found, I believe, 
exclusively on the Scotland coast. 
It is so 
m uch like buckhorn when cleaned and the 
cut edges polished th at experts are often 
deceived. 
Another 
weed, 
called grass 
wrack, is so m uch like hair that it takes its 
place in m attresses and cushions beside the 
genuine article. 
In tim m ighty waves th a t dash on the 
rocks.of T erra del Fuego after rolling across 
an alm ost lim itless ocean, there is a kind of 
weed w ith a stem th at reaches the surface 
Through 400 F eet of W ater. 
It is a bladder wrack. U nder its leaves, 
D arw in says, there are num erous kinds of 
fish and bivalves th at could get an exist­ 
ence now here else. G reat Hocks of sea­ 
gulls, divers and other birds subsist on the 
fish. as well as seals and otters, w hile from 
the anim als, fish and birds the w retched in­ 
habitants of th a t inhospitable country gain 
a living. W ithout the seaweed alm ost the 
whole anim al kingdom of th at part of the 
world would cease to exist. 
A nother curious variety of the southern 
seaweed is the gigantic Lessoni® of tile 
Falkland islands, it has a boily of perhaps 
eight feet long and a foot iii diam eter, a 
sort of a log, from one end of which trailing 
vines grow out iii all directions. The weed 
Is often uprooted, and when adrift in the 
open sea the long vines roll up into m onster 
cables hundreds of feet long and often two 
feet in diam eter. Should one of these get 
foul of a ship it is a tiresom e m atter to cut 
it. adrift, for cut it m ust be. No ship can 
m ake headw ay w ith such a drag out. 
A bladder w rack peculiar to the Alaskan 
waters rises from the bottom in the form of 
a ribbon no thicker than a sheet of paper, 
and perhaps tw o inches wide. Specimens 
have been obtained that were 1800 feet 
iong. At the surface of the w ater a great 
green crow n is formed, from which leaves 
which ui vide like antlers grow to the 
length of th irty or forty feet. There are 
big air bladders at the basesol these leaves, 
which form the favorite resting places of 
the valuable sea otter as it watches its prey 
sw im m ing around below. Like ihe filam ents 
of Lucky M inny’s lines, the fibres of this 
plant are used for fish-lines by the inhab­ 
itants along tho coast. One would think 
that Some enterprising Yankee w ould bring 
a cargo of those long ribbons to New York, 
and work them up into rope and hagging, 
if not into the finer goods m ade from flax. 
lf you were to travel from the icy shores 
of Alaska to the sum m er skies and shining 
seas around the island of Java, you would 
find a seaweed of great value to the people 
of China. It grows on the rocks, alleve 
which the birds called salauganos m ake the 
nests th a t are 
Nu Highly Prized fo r Chinone Noupi. 
These rocks are calcareous. Tho waves are 
never still at their feet even when tile sea 
is tranquil. The action of the w ater has 
worn holes and caves in the rock clear to 
the top. 
In these cavities the birds by 
tho m illion 
build 
th eir 
nests. 
They 
seem to seek the places w here the sea 
rages m ost fiercely. Hovering in countless 
thousands around the rocks, they dash into 
the thickest spray,seeking their food on the 
foam ing wave crests, only to appear again 
am ong the rainbows th a t form above the 
waters. Iii the boiling w aves they find the 
seaweed known as plocaria tenas, and from 
it take the gelatine w ith which they build 
their nests. 
The Japs, wiser than the Chinese, m ake 
th eir own birds’ nests by boiling the gela­ 
tine out of the weeds and running it into 
the forms of verm icelli, use it for soups as 
tile birds’ nests are used, and export large 
quantities to other countries, w here it sells 
as im itation bird’s nest. The genuine bird’s 
nest sells as high as f ib a pound. 
The 
Chinese, however, im port a sim ilar weed, 
from which they extract the jubw* in the

Ages to the Present. 


The First Use of Animal Food and of 


Fire to Prepare It. 


Fish Boiled in Rose Water—-Some 
Very Qjieer Dishes.

Mr. Archibald Adams, a team ster, who re­ 
sides on the Brownsville road, had an in­ 
teresting and exlw lerating experience yes­ 
terday m orning.

bought a pair of plain, ordinary, everyday 
m ules at the horse m arket. Now,Mr. Adam s 
is a careful m an, and has a kind heart for 
anim als. So when he noticed in the farm ­ 
e r’s colum n of a new spaper a day or so ago 
that it was an excellent thing to wash 
tile hoofs of horses occasionally in hot 
water, he came to the conclusion th at he 
would try its beneficial effects on those 
mules.

It is not to be doubted th at th e practice of 
cating was introduced at a very early 
period of m an’s existence. 
Adam was 
directed to eat; and a liberal allowance 
was assigned to him , th at is. of the vegeta­ 
ble kingdom , for it is not said th a t on Hie 
fowls of the air. the fishes of tile sea, or the 
cattle of the field he was perm itted to feed. 
Man, however, soon becam e carnivorous, 
and so rem ains to this day. S till,this carniv­ 
orous power was m aterially checked in its 
tendencies by w ant of knowledge of tho art 
of cooking. 
The first m ention of m eat as diet is when 
Isaac, near his end, directs his son Esau to 
kill some venison. The next direct notice 
of the use of anim al food was im m ediately 
previous to the departure of the Hebrews 
from Egypt. Enslaved as they had long 
been by toe Egyptians their food was prob­ 
ably light, and as they had reason to be­ 
lieve the journey before them would be 
long and painful they wisely endeavored 
to obtain 
physical strength by a large 
supply of food more nourishing than th at 
on which they had been forced to live. 
Accordingly, thev supped on roast lam b and 
spinach, h rom this tim e forward, flesh be­ 
came a standing diet, and although the He­ 
brews, when settled iii their new abode, are 
said in their entertainm ent of strangers to 
have set before them bread, fruit and wine, 
it is pretty certain th at the lirst course was 
of some more solid substance. 
It is, how­ 
ever. singular th At in approaches made by 
the Hebrews and nations im m ediately suc­ 
ceeding tho culinary art, sim ple as it was 
with them , m ade slow progress, and iii some 
instances actually retrograded. H ie Bed­ 
ouins dried their m eat in the sun, and the 
use of tire for 
Cooking wa* Dong Unknown. 
The earliest notice of Grecian cooking is 
found in the IXtli book of Iliad. It is 
known to all scholars th at Achilles and the 
com m ander-in-chief o f the arm y had a bit­ 
ter quarrel about a lady, called each other 
hard nam es and separated deadly foes. 
Achilles, being of a fiery tem per, left the 
army, which in consequence Buttered many 
reverses. 
It being thought necessary to 
success th at lie should resum e his place as 
one of the chiefs, three envoys were de­ 
spatched to urge his return. Achilles, oil 
the lookout, seeing them approach, im m e­ 
diately desired his friend, Patroclus, to till 
the largest bowl w ith the best wino. and, 
knowing they would be hungry, directed 
him to prepare refreshm ents. 
He said. P atroclus, o’er th e blazing fire 
Heaps in a brazen vase th ree chines en tire; 
Tile brazen vase A utom elon sustains, 
W hich flesh of p o rk ei, sheep aud goat contain*. 
This, of course, was a stew. A fterw ard: 
Then when th e languid flame at length subside, 
lie strew ed a lied o f glow ing em bers w ide; 
Above tile coals th e sm oking frag m en t turns 
And sprinkles sacred salt from lifted urns. 
This was a broil. Tile party ate and drank 
plenteously. Patroclus. the friend of the 
host, was the chief cook: no servants ap­ 
peared, each guest helping him self as lie 
liked. 
It is to be supposed, as Achilles and 
Patroclus both labored in tim preparation, 
it was intended 
tile festival should he 
worthy of the exalted personages who were 
to partake of it. 
Tho G reeks could compose a poem w hich 
is still Hie adm iration of Hie lettered world, 
but they had never been tau g h t the art of 
cooking on scientific principles, had not 
discovered tho new com binations science 
has developed. Let us add, too, to their 
praise th at they were 
The Original Inventor* of the ftnusage. 
Their first attem pt was m ade by m ingling 
w ith a m oderate quantity of pork Hie flesh 
of Tidbit, pheasant and peacock, w hich, be­ 
ing spiced w ith judgm ent, the whole was 
m ade very tasteful, and was im itated w ith 
great success by the m oderns down to the 
sixth century. A distinguished Italian poet 
who flourished about the sam e period com­ 
posed, iii honor of the sausage, a song th at 
enjoyed m uch 
reputation am ong gour­ 
mands. 
Tile Rom ans were a hardy race of people. 
of strong m ind—w hat we call a go-ahead 
people—but deficient in refinem ent. Much 
of th eir literature and nearly all their cook­ 
ery were derived from the Greeks, after 
tim e had produced an 
im provem ent in 
Grecian art. In their early career their 
best cooks were from Sicily and their nicest 
dishes were designated by the nam e Siculie 
dares. Y'et, although thus provided, their 
tables 
were 
loaded 
w ith 
solid 
m a­ 
terials 
rather 
.th a n 
w ith 
skilfully 
compounded 
dishes.

It was 
not th at 
tho 
Romans 
were 
deficient 
in 
com estibles; 
these were 
abundant and various. W hat they lacked 
was judgm ent in the choice and art in com­ 
bining them . D uring tile early period of 
their history the Romans sent a deputation 
to Athens to request a copy of the laws of 
Solon, beside which m any of tile Roman 
youth were sent there to study belles lettres 
and pnilosopliy, It is hardly to be sti]>- 
posed these individuals, in search of know l­ 
edge, would return w ithout bringing with 
them correct notions of tile fare they had 
been used to. w ith tho m anner in w hich it 
had been prepared. In fact, this intercourse 
did at last bring a change, and when by 
their all-conquering arm s the world was at 
their feet aud riches 
accum ulated, the 
Romans becam e refined in th eir tastes and 
The Luxury of the Table 
kept pace w ith Hie m ighty power of the 
State. By the irruption of Hie barbarians 
the internal as well as tile external glories 
of Rome were effaced, and this was followed 
by a period of darkness th a t rested long 
over the civilized world. 
The conquerors 
were for a tim e constant to their horseflesh, 
a m eat of dom estic anim als, which they ate 
raw ; but clim ate aud the exam ple of the 
vanquished 
ere 
long brought about a 
change. 
They found Hie delicately pre­ 
pared m eals of the South more pleasant to 
the taste than their own coarse food, and by 
m ingling in the repasts of tho conquered 
they became insensibly tinctured w ith civ­ 
ilization, and learned, at least, to estim ate 
the gentleness of social life. 
A lthough the progress of am elioration 
was occasionally checked it yet gradually 
gained ground, especially in France, where 
it took a stand under the enlightened gov­ 
ernm ent of Charlem agne, and continued to 
advance during the reigns of his successors. 
B ut a most notable change took place lrom 
the m om ent chivalry com m enced to bring 
an influence on social 
m atters. 
Then, 
am ong m any of its achievem ents was th at 
of toe introduction of fem ales into social 
circles, which 
not only 
softened 
the 
harsh 
features 
in 
the 
character 
of 
men. 
but 
tended 
still 
further 
to 
improve 
the 
gastronom ic taste of Hie 
age. Cookery was im m ensely the gainer. 
The fair and noble dam es who em bellished 
the court, or smiled on suitors, d id not dis­ 
dain to cast an eye on tile kitchen, whence 
now issued alim ents m ade more alluring by 
varied em bellishm ents 
bestowed 
upon 
them . Pheasants appeared on table 
T heir Claw* (jilt W ith Bold, 
and the peacock was presented w ith its 
gorgeous tail expanded, to charm the eye, 
while it enticed to a more m aterial sense. 
F air hands, hitherto unused to toil, now 
assisted in some of the m inor details of tho 
kitchen, and pastry soon occupied a station 
which succeeding ages have confirmed. 
The V enetians furnished the spices of the 
E ast and tho Arabians the perfum ed liquids. 
M eats were served up iii fantastic forms, 
and tisli was som etim es boiled in rosew ater. 
It is astonishing to perceive th e aid chro­ 
nology has received from cookery, and how 
well it traces its progress of civilization. 
The early stage of manhood is m arked by 
m en cutting slices from Hie living anim al 
and eating them raw ; the second is w hen 
the m eat.is broiled or stew ed; the third 
w hen 
the 
m ind 
becomes 
enlarged 
and hum an skill is exercised in form ­ 
ing com binations to foster 
tho 
desire 
of 
all 
created 
beings 
to 
reach • a 
point beyond the one on which they rest. 
Here is civilization. Here is th e w orld’s 
progress clearly defined by cookery, which 
has a m erit unnoticed even by its m ost 
zealous partisans. As we advance in our 
n arrative we find cookery and refinem ent 
of m anners keep company. G erm any was 
slow- in its progress, and it w as only when 
the arm ies of France carried w ith them vic­ 
tory and cookery,that gastronom ic taste was 
infused into the nation. Still it was long ob­ 
stinately bent on plain roast and lioiled, and 
even to this day sim plicity and solidity are 
the characteristic traits of this lieople. 
H olland would not raise its head above its 
marshes. Caviare, sauerkraut and gin were 
the favorite dict, and, although within 
alm ost speaking distance of the fountain of 
*ood taste, resisted its cuJ'«*»-v hiandish- 


culinaty art.

duceil; sugar appeared in larger quantity 
than formerly. Brandy was known some 
tim e before, but not till now was its use 
extended, and tobacco, hitherto confined to 
a few, was now brought forward lo com­ 
plete Hie list of stim ulants.

Tim library at Hie W hite House, Hie room 
in which the President receives visitors by 
card, is sim ilar in size and shape to the 
Blue Parlor on the m ain floor, but differs 
in color. 
In 
the 
library 
the ceiling 
and 
walls 
are 
painted 
dark 
brown. 
and the dark red leather furniture h ar­ 
monizes perfectly. 
Com fortable looking 
arm -chairs and luxurious sofas abound in 
this apartm ent, which faces south and 
is lighted by three large windows di­ 
rectly 
over 
tho 
porch 
which 
leads 
out 
upon 
tho 
lawn. 
Between 
tho 
windows 
is placed th.e desk a t which 
tho president works, and 
portraits of 
ex-Preshients Jam es Monroe and Thomas 
Jefferson Hunk tho heavily-incum bered re­ 
ceptacle of state docum ents. Under tin* ad­ 
m inistration of President A rthur the library 
was made a very com fortable office room, 
and the walls erstw hile painfully bare 
and glaring were covered w ith portraits of 
form er occupants of tile W hite House, while 
tile lower portion of the walls were con­ 
cealed behind 
handsom ely-carved book­ 
cases containing standard works of litera­ 
ture. Brougham 's “Political Philosophy,” 
H ughes’ ' History of E ngland.” M otley’s

works. W ashington Irving’s novels, "The

P o r t l a n d , Me., July 3.—T hree hundred 
m iles from the E astern Cape or Prince Ed­ 
w ard Island lies the uninhabited island 
of G reat Meeatine. 
E ight m iles away and 
opposite, at the northeast, stands out the 
precipitous coast of lab rad o r, as desolate 
aqd forbidding iii appearance as is the 
island itself. 
At one point, w here, from 
the m ainland, a m ountain rises to tile 
height of alm ost 800 feet, and w here a 
sm all but sheltered harbor is form ed by the 
interlocking of L ittle M eeatine and M utton 
Islands, is M eeatine itself, the spot in 
w hich, as tradition has it, tho pirate Man­ 
ning buried his ill-gotten gains more than a 
century ago. 
M anning, as the story goes, was a Scotch­ 
m an. and, beginning in a sm all way, a fish­ 
erm an and farm er. 
Prosperous iii all his 
ventures, he became, w hile yet a young 
m an, the ow ner of a fishing sm ack. In this 
vessel he m ade occasional voyages to tho 
Am erican coast, catching and salting cod 
and returning w ith them to his own coun­ 
try, w here he sold them a t a great profit. 
As tim e w ent on he bought a larger vessel 
aud becam e well known as a “w arm ” m an. 
It was, indeed, shrew dly suspected th a t lie 
was quite ready for odd iobs in the sm ug­ 
gling way, but 
th a t 
circum stance was 
rath er to his credit than otherw ise in the 
m indsof his neighbors. 
He m arried the, daughter of a local ’squire, 
who brought him a pretty penny of her 
own, invested extensively iii real estate at 
Greenock and elsewhere, aud bade fair to 
end lits days in the peaceful m anner most 
aff ected by Hie Scott isli patriarch. 
it seems, however, th a t on one of his voy­ 
ages to the westward M anning had found a 
spot on the Labrador coast w hich harm on­ 
ized w ith tiis unexpressed but deep desire to 
be knot'ii as the lord of anew world. The 
clim ate was rigorous and the soil unfruitful. 
It was ljfcsar to the fishing grounds, never­ 
theless, and 
money 
was to 
be m ade 
there. At an early day M anning brought 
his fam ily and Hie wives and children of 
his sailors to the place and a settlem ent 
was commenced. A year passed and other 
fam ilies cam e from the old land. M anning 
set up a fish stand, bought and cured fish 
and shipped them to Europe, alternating 
his work w ith fishing trips iii his own ves­ 
sel. The settlem ent grew aud prospered, 
Until one day, having taken an unusually 
large crew on board his vessel, M anning 
N a iled A n a y , { .c a v in g H I* W if e 
w ith a three days’ old infant, destined to 
be the only m em ber of his fam ily who was 
ever to see or hear from him again. 
Commerce between the A m erican colonies 
and the old world was at th at tim e carried 
on via tho S traits of Belle Isle, the route 
across "the B anks” being unfathom ed and 
unknow n. 
M anning had determ ined to 
operate against Hie richly-freighted cruisers 
th a t passed to and fro between Hie continents 
and lie had carefully selected his base. 
He settled down 
in 
M eeatine 
harbor 
—the safe entrance to which was, how­ 
ever, as he believed, know n to him self 
alone—and, 
sallying fortli 
as 
occasion 
off ered, plundered ships and m urdered their 
crews w ith true piratical abandon. In the 
w inter he allowed his vessel to “freeze up” 
and spent long m onths carousing w ith ids 
companions, h u t when spring opened he 
was alw ays "on deck.” as m any owners and 
m asters learned to their lasting sorrow. 
W hen tile French and Indian w ar had 
been in progress about a year it happened 
th a t the English governm ent sent over a 
treasure ship which carried the pay of the 
troops. N aturally enough, Captain Man­ 
ning caught her. A fter a tim e, hearing 
nothing from the vessel and th in k in g that 
she 
had 
been 
wrecked, 
Hie govern­ 
m ent 
sent 
another 
vessel, 
which 
shared 
the 
fate 
of 
the 
first. 
Sus­ 
pecting now th a t som ething was amiss 
the m otlier country fitted out a third ship 
and arranged th at she should be followed 
by a fast-sailing frigate. The latter would, 
it was calculated, reach the spot at which 
the other two vessels had last been seen at 
about the tim e when the pirate—allowing 
that there was a pirate in the case—would 
be busily engaged in sacking the former 
vessel, and Ins escape from tile vengeance 
of the frigate’s guns would be very problem­ 
atical. 
Up to a certain point the plan worked to 
a charm . M aiming plundered the ship and 
as usual started to m ake all her company 
walk the plank. In a m om ent of weakness, 
however, h e relented in favor of an intelli­ 
gent negro, who was of the English crew, 
and snared his life, intending him for a 
servant. 
M anning 
returned to M eeatine trans­ 
ported w ith joy at his escape, and, thinking 
to strengthen his hold upon his m aster’s 
fickle affections, the negro revealed the 
plot of the would-be captors. 
M anning 
knew* th a t he would have no chance in 
an engagem ent 
w ith 
the frigate, and 
his one thought 
was 
to escape w ith­ 
out 
the 
loss of his w ealth. 
He 
col­ 
lected 
his 
treasure, took it on shore 
and placed it in five oaken brandy casks. 
These lie set side by side in holes which 
were hastily dug near the beach, and since 
the earth was but five feet deep down to the 
underlying ledge, while the casks were four 
and a halt feet high and would inevitably 
soon he uncovered by wind and wave, h e 


treasure was there, aud ho could get it at 
any tim e. 
Youthful debauchery bore’ its 
fruits, 
however, in his case, and after a lifetim e 
spent in roam ing about the world lie had 
drifted back to Halifax, no nearer to tho 
accom plishm ent of his purpose than he had 
been at the outset. 
Captain McNicliol, roused by this narra­ 
tive to earnest action, vowed th at he would 
fro to M eeatine. 
The owners did sell 
lis 
vessel, but 
tho following year lie 
sold 
his 
house, 
m ortgaged 
his shop, 
borrowed $500 and bought another craft. 
Arrived at Halifax, en route, lie found Man­ 
ning sick unto death and unable to accom­ 
pany him . 
Then, tliougn the old man 
warned him th at he would certainly sail to 
his own destruction if lie attem pted to seek 
the treasure without tho ilia of its lawful 
owner, the bold captain set out ngain. ('n 
Hie way his cabin-boy heard it plotted 
am ong the crew to secure tho treasure and 
then kill the captain, but this did not 
move him ; lie was ready to take even 
greater risks. Oft M eeatine Island the cap­ 
tain said his lower lim bs became paralyzed, 
so that he had to drag him self along by his 
hands. He still kept on his course. 
W hen 
he was near enough to the harbor so that 
he could look iii on the graves he heard a 
voicecryin ids ear, "D eath! death! death!" 
He had ju st room to ‘‘wear ship.” He did 
so, cam e away and never went near tho 
spot again. 
• 
Ail these facts were known to Mr. R ickett, 
he says, but in the toils of a busy life they 
had passed from Dis active rem em brance. 
He served honorably in a M aine regim ent I 
during the civil war. 
A t tile C lo se o f th e W a r 
he returned again to Maine. Seven years 
ago, lie avers, the negro whom M anning 
buried w ith the treasure cam e to him in a I 
dream and told him th at the treasure was 
for him (Rickett). 
Once a year, for tho j 
three years following, the dream was re- j 
peated, 
aud filially Rickett becam e im- I 
pressed by it and, organized an expedition j 
to the frozen North. A prom inent Republi- ! 
can politician of P ortland m ade olio of the j 
party, 
w hich 
was 
composed, 
almost , 
without exception, of those whom the 
world 
call 
"solid 
m en.” 
They 
left i 
here in Juno, 1883, chattered a St. John 
"wood-boat” at Surry, \V. S.. covered half 
the distance and were ttien obliged to put j 
back to C harlottetow n on account of the I 
seasickness of the prom inent politician. I 
S tarting out again, atter they had landed I 
him, they found, on reaching M ecatitie.that , 
the place was full of Frencti-Cauadiaii seal I 
hunters, iii presence of whom they,unarm ed j 
men, could do nothing.

Ho found tho negro’s j 
bones and uncovered two feet in depth of a 
cask, but said nothing of his discovery to 
his com panions for fear th at they would at- I 
tem pt to rem ove the ‘‘rind” and serious 
trouble w ith the seal hunters would ensue. 
8o the party returned with nothing to show 
for their labors. 
Last spring sickness iii his fam ily kept I 
Grand C hief T reasure-H unter Rickett at j 
home. This year his seductive story en­ 
listed the ardent sym pathies of a dozen 
Portlanders—all m en who stand high iii I 
business, professional or social circles, and 
who have m oney, but w ouldn’t object to 
more—and as soon as the ice was out of the 
Gulf of St. Law rence tho expedition set 
sail. They reached M acatine in safety, but 
only to find that t he “graves" had lieon 
opened and the alleged treasure removed. 
All the surroundings tallied w ith the de­ 
scriptions which had been given them , and 
the explorers firmly believed th at there 
had been “som ething there." They found 
in 
the 
cavity 
bones 
and 
a 
skull, 
which 
a 
professional 
m an 
who was 
of tho party pronounced 
to 
be those 
of a liefly. E verything else had disap­ 
peared. 
The “natives” who lived nearest 
to the place said that last spring a Boston 
vessel cam e there and rem ained for several 
days, and th at since her departure four 
other parties had visited the spot, one com­ 
ing from Philadelphia; and tho Portland 
expedition being tile last. Thus the m at­ 
ter stands, and the Portlanders confidently 
assert th at the pirate .Manning’s treasure 
went to enrich “parties unknow n,” who 
hailed from Boston.

Local drouths are very rare and 
moisture generally sufficient from V irginia 
to Texas. It is som ewhat in low lands inter­

grass. 
The 
general average condition has advanced 
from 02 in Juno to tut iii July. 
It has not 
been exceeded in Ju ly since 1880. 
This 
will insure, barring draw backs so likely to 
come in the later sum m er, a large crop. 
Averages of condition by States are as fol­ 
lows: Virginia, 08; North Carolina, tiff; 
South Carolina, Off; Georgia, 97; Florida, 
05; Alabam a. 02; Mississippi, OO; Louis­ 
iana, 
IOO; 
Texas, 
92; 
Arkansas, 96; 
Tennessee, 97. 
The States east of Mississippi stand as in 
June, except in Georgia and Florida, which 
have advanced tyro points. All others give 
higher averages.

The new web-worm has been very abundant 
iii Texas.
